Kissinger sticks with talks

JERUSALEM (AP) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger will fly to Cairo 
from Damascus on Saturday and will not 
return to Israel. No reason was given for 
the change, which was announced by offi- 
cials. 


Earlier today, Kissinger said he would 


make up his mind on whether to return to 
Israel after weighing developments in 
Damascus. He flies to the Syrian capital 
Saturday morning. 


The Kissinger party will remain over- 


night in Cairo and fly to Bonn on Sunday 
for a two-hour stopover. From there his 
special Air Force plane flies to London for 
refueling before continuing to the United 
States. 


Kissinger met again with Israeli lead- 


ers today, but his aides already had ac- 
knowledged that he would not be able to 
work out a full troop disengagement be- 
tween Israel and Syria this weekend. 


Kissinger also issued a statement depl- 


oring the deaths of civilians from Israeli 
air attacks in Lebanon on Thursday, 


saying the U.S. government "deeply 
deplores the loss of innocent 1 if e wherever 
it occurs in the tragic conflict." 


The statement appeared softer in tone 


than his condemnation of the Arab terror- 
ist assault Wednesday on the Israeli vil- 
lage of Maalot. Kissinger described the 
Israeli air strikes as "retaliation for the 
massacre at Maalot." 


State Department spokesman Robert 


Anderson maintained, however, "the at- 
titude in both statements is equally 
strong." 


Meantime, the round of talks Kissinger 


began today is to work out a formula that 
would stop fighting between Israel and 
Syria. 


The differences are narrow but "ter- 


ribly emotional," newsmen were told as 
Kssinger flew back to Israel Thursday 
night following a seven-hour session with 
Assad and Foreign Minister AbdelHalim 
Khaddam. One senior American official 
said the two governments are as close to 
an agreement as they could be without 
having one. 


The Arab terrorist attack on Maalot 


and the retaliatory Israeli air strikes into 
Lebanon hampered Kissinger's peace ef- 
forts, but his aides stressed that they are 
not what currently is stalling an agree- 
ment. 


The principal sticking point remains 


Israel's refusal to yield three strategic 
hills in the Golan Heights to United Na- 
tions control. 


Israeli and Syrian forces have been 


fighting on the Heights for more than two 
months. Kissinger has been in the area 
forthreeweekstryingtoprythemapart. 


The secretary apparently is edging 


closer to a decision to shelve his mission 
for several weeks. He will decide after he 
sees Assad again. 


In the meantime, Kissinger is said to be 


seeking "new approaches" to a settle- 
ment. His aides said he had begun to in- 
ject American "ideas" into the discus- 
sions, but they would not go further. 


Kissinger's marathon session in,Dam- 


ascus Thursday concentrated on where 
the disengagement 
lines should be 


placed. He said afterward that some 
progress was made. 
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Nayef Hawatmeh, leadet of Hie guerrilla group that claimed 
responsibility for the Maalot massacre, vowed Thursday to 
"struggle against Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger's 
peace mission until the end." Hawatmeh, head of the 
Popular Democratic Front, told a news conference in Beirut 
that Kissinger was "serving mainly Israel and American 
interests in the Middle East.

Quarterly inflation 
rate worst in 23 years

The Israeli command said its jets 


strafed and bombed Arab guerrilla tar- 
gets in southern Lebanon again today 
barely 24 hours after its devastating 
retaliatory attack there. It said all 
aircraft returned safely after a 30 
minute raid. 


At the same time, six thunderous 


explosions shook the Lebanese capital of 
Beirut in quick succession. One uncon- 
firmed 
report 
said 
anti-aircraft 


batteries in the port area opened fire on 
Israeli warplanes. 


But Israel said its jets attacked 


"terrorist objectives" on the western 
slopes of Mt. Hermon, far south of 
Beirut. 


Radio Damascus said Syrian jets 


clashed with the Israeli planes and shot 
one down. The broadcast said the Syrian 
jets prevented the other Israeli planes 
from bombing new targets and "drove 
them off." 


Lebanon said the Israeli air raids 


Thursday were "reminiscent of Nazi hor- 
rors" and that the casualty toll "is of a 
horrifying nature." 


"I can safely say scores were killed and 


hundreds wounded," Information Min- 
ister Fahmy Shahin told a news confer- 
ence in Beirut. He said Lebanese Presi- 
dent Suleiman Franjieh called for 
"effective U.N. action to curb Israel's 
barbarism." 


Israeli jets hit seven areas south of Bei- 


rut on Thursday in retaliation for an Arab 


terrorist raid on an Israeli schoolhouse 
Wednesday in which more than a score of 
Israelis were killed. 


Israeli ground troops made a hit-and-, 


run attack into southern Lebanon 
Thursday night, and blew up an empty 
house less than a mile from the border 
that had been used by terrorists, the Is- 
n-eli command said. 


Italso reported aboutsix mortar rounds 


were fired toward Metula, the north- 
ernmost Israeli town, but there were no1 
casualties. 


The Palestinian news agency Waf a said 


the Israeli raids Thursday "will not pass 
without punishment. Israel will pay very 
dearly for the price of our children. 


Communiques from the Palestine Lib- 


eration Organization promised "violent 
reaction" to the raids, and one guerrilla 
leader said retaliation will "come sooner 
than Israel expects." 


The Israeli strikes increased the possi- 


bility that Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger would return to Washington 
soon without an agreement between Is- 
rael and Syria for a separation of their 
forces on the Golan Heights. But Kiss- 
inger made another trip to Damascus 
Thursday and maintained on his return to 
Jerusalem that "progress was made." 


The Lebanese Defense Ministry said 36 


Israeli jets made simultaneous strikes 
Thursday afternoon on seven targets, and 
an eight-plane raid followed at dusk. 


The Israeli pilots made repeated bomb- 


ing and strafing runs on three villages 
near the Israeli-Lebanese border, a Pa- 
lestinian refugee camp 15 miles south- 
east of Beirut and three refugee camps on 
the outskirts of Sidon, the ancient port 25 
miles south of Beirut. 


No firm casualty figures were avail- 


able, but Associated Press correspon- 
dent Holger Jensen reported from Sidon 
that an incomplete tally indicated at least 
30 to40 dead, more than 130 wounded and 
scores more unaccounted for.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Prices rose at a 


11.5 per cent rate in the first three months 
of the year, worse than previous esti- 
mates, the government reported today. 


The rate of inflation —solidly in the 


double digit category —was the worst 
since a 13 per cent inflation rate in the 
first quarter of 1951. 


The Commerce Dppartment also re- 


ported that the nation's economy — as 
measured by the Gross National Product 
—declined by a 6.3 per cent rate in Ja TU- 
ary through March. 


The department had estimated last 


month that first quarter inflation was at a 
10.8 per cent rate and the economy de- 
clined at a 5.8 per cent rate. 


The new figures, based on more com- 


plete information, showed the nation's 
economic problems were worse than ex- 
pected. But there already were signs the 
nation is recovering from the first quar- 
ter economic slump.Industrial output 
was reported increased in April for the 
first time in five months and housing 
starts also rose in April. 


The Commerce Department also re- 


ported today that the nation's corpora- 
tions recorded a 12 per cent increase in 


after-tax profits in the first quarter, in- 
creasing $8.6 billion to $80.2 billion at an 
annual rate. 


The increase was a big improvement 


over the one-tenth of one per cent rise in 
after-tax earnings in the fourth quarter 
of 1973, but the profit figures also re- 
flected the higher cash receipts resulting

WASHINGTON (AP) -Rep. Ken Hech- 


ler, D-W.Va. has urged Congress to ban 
all exports of U.S. coal except to Canada 
"at a time when coal is critically in de- 
mand to meet the nation'senergy needs." 


Hechler said he was dismayed at recent 


rational Coal Association figures show- 
ing that total U.S. exports of bituminous 
coal in the first three months of 1974 in- 
creased 18 per cent from shipments in the 
same period of 1973.

Much of the gain in the first quarter 


profits was in the increased value in in- 
ventories, the Commerce Department 
said. 


The new figures on inflation and eco- 


nomic growth were contained in the gov- 
ernment's revised first quarter report on 
the Gross National Product, which mea- 
sures the total value of the nation's output 
of goods and services. 


The figures show that the GNP in the 


first quarter rose $14.7 billion to an an- 


. nual rate of $1,352.2 billion. But when the 


inflation rate of 11.5 per cent is taken into 
account, the GNP declined at a rate of 6.3 
per cent. 


The Nixon administration predicts that 


the first quarter economicslide will come 
to a halt in the second quarter and will be 
followed by a resumption of economic 
growth after midyear. 


The Commerce Department also re- 


ported today that disposable personal in- 
come of Americans —that is, income af- 
ter taxes —increased $13.6 billion in the 
first quarter and that the personal sav- 
ings rate dropped $5.6 billion to a 6.6 per 
cent rate. 


A woman in torment 


CHICAGO (AP) —A Chicago woman's 


lifehas turned into a torment of telephone 
threats and vandalism since she reported 
toauthorities that a stream of obscenities 
was coming across her citizens' band ra- 
dio. 


Ruth Guardi's nightmare began last 


year after she complained to the Federal 
Communications Commission, which 
pinpointed the source of the obscenities 
as radio operators near her South Side 
home. 


An FCC spokesman said no charges 


were filed because the agency gets too 
many obscenity complaints to follow up 
each one. But after her complaint, Mrs. 
Guardi was threatened and was the vic- 
tim of vandalism. 


Mrs. Guardi subsequently went tostate 


authorities, and on her complaint they 
charged radio operators Ronald Talone, 
26, and George Witzcak, 28, with disor- 
derly conduct and criminal damage to 
property in connection with the threats 
and vandalism. 


They are scheduled to appear in court 


today, and Mrs. Guardi is tobea witness. 
Prosecutors said they will ask that Talone 
and Witzcak be held on bonds of $150,000 
each. 


State prosecutors described Mrs. 


Guardi's situation as "one of the worst 
incidents of harassment of a witness we 
have encountered." 


"Mrs. Guardi is afraid to talk to anyone 


and has had to use sedation," one official 
said. 


Mrs. Guardi's torment started slowly 


—her dog was killed, a brick was hurled 
through herwindow.constantphonecalls 
at night threatened her with rapeand mu- 
tilation. The calls halted for two weeks 
after she obtained an unlisted number, 
then resumed. 


Last month the terror increased. 
She reported that an unidentified man 


pummeled her on a bus, grabbed her 
purse and stole her car keys. Her car was 
taken from in front of her home and was 
later found smashed and vandalized. 


She opened the door of her home to a 


man claiming to have a telegram. She 
was smashed in the face with a brick. 


On May 7, anonymous phone callers 


told her she never would live to testify in 
court. 


And then came an unbelievable 


Mother's Day weekend. 


During nine hours Sunday night, she 


had at her door two pizza deliveries for 
$18.45, five electricians reporting for 
emergency service at double-time rates, 
a plumber on double overtime, two taxi 
cabs, twoambulancesandsixfire trucks. 


"On Monday she received a funeral 


wreath C.O.D.," said prosecutors, 
"ihese people are sick." 


Second leak on tapes worries committee 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Secret House 


Judiciary Committee impeachment evi- 
dence has been made public for the sec- 
ond time in as many days, suggesting a 
crack in the committee's tight security 
that before this week had not been 
breached. 


The latest disclosure was published in 


The Washington Post. It was the com- 
mittee's transcript of a key Watergate 
conversation —that of Sept. 15, 1972, be- 
tween President Nixon, then White House 
Counsel John W. Dean III and former 
presidential Chief of Staff H.R. Halde- 
man. 


As a result of yet another leak, the Post 


also reported today on the contents of a 
tape the committee heard Wednesday. 
The tape was of a short conversation June 
30, 1972, between Nixon, Haldeman and 
former Atty. Gen. John N. Mitchell. 


The Post did not reveal how it obtained 


the two transcripts, but the story on the 
June30 meeting referred tocomments by 
committee sources on why that tran- 
script was included in the evidence 


Reporters Carl Bernstein and Bob 


Woodward quoted one course as saying 
". . . it shows part of a pattern to keep 
the lid on ... and the President is in on 
it early." 


In an introductory paragraph to the 


side-by-side comparison of the Sept. 15 
conversation, the Post said the Judiciary 
Committee's transcript was compiled by 
the committee's staff from a tape record- 
ing received by the special Watergate 
prosecutor's office. 


Post reporter Lawrence Meyer said the 


committee's version and the White House 
version of the Sept. 15 conversations 
showed significant differences and that 
"lengthy passages were omitted in the 
White House version without any indica- 
tion that material was excised. 


In releasing the 1,254 pages of Nixon 


trancripts April 30, the White House said 
it was an edited version, from which na- 
tional security information and conver- 
sations irrelevant to Watergate were de- 
leted. 


Meyer said that one of the differences 


Y 


between the two versions of the Sept. 15 
conversation occurred when Nixon was 
speaking to Dean about U.S. District 
Judge Charles R. Richey. He had been 
assigned to the civil suit by the Demo- 
crats against the Committee for the Re- 
election of the President. 


Meyer said the White House version of 


that conversation did not include, as did 
the committee version, Nixon saying 
"good" when Dean told him Richey had 
discussed the case off the bench. 


The committee's version of that part of 


the conversation was reported to be: 


Dean: Well, he's (Richey) been thor- 


oughly candid in his dealing with people 
about the case. He's made several en- 
trees, uh off the bench, to uh, one to 
Kleindienst,twoto,uh,hisold friend Roe- 
mer McPhee, to keep abreast of what his 
thinking is. He told Roemer he thought 
that Maury ought to file a libel action. 


Nixon: Did he? 
After laughter by Haldeman, the Presi- 


dent was quoted again as saying: 
"Good." 


Meyer said the Judiciary Committee 


version of the conversation alsodiffers in 
numerous instances on specific words 
used by the participants, as well as, in at 
least one instance, the identity of the 
speaker. 


In thestory on the JuneSOconversation, 


Bernstein and Woodward wrote that 
Nixon discussed the risk of future disclo- 
sures about the break-in and what to do 
about them. Haldem?n said: 


"As of now there is no problem there. 


As, as of any moment in the future, there 
is at least a potential problem."

J. Fred Buzhardt, special counsel to the 


President, said early today that he had no 
immediate comment on the new leaks. 
However, on Thursday presidential 
spokesmen severely criticized 
Thursday's accounts of part of the Sept. 
ISconversation that appeared in The Post 
and The Boston Globe. 


The Post printed the White House tran- 


script of the Sept. 15 conversation and the 
Judiciary Committee version side-by- 
side. The side-by-side comparison cov- 
ered almost two and a half pages. 


The tapes were among those turned 


over to the committee by a Watergate 
grand jury and kept by the panel under 
strict rules of secrecy. 


Meanwhile, The Boston Globe reported 


today that Committee Chairman Peter W. 
Rodino, D-N.J., is so concerned about 
leaks that he ordered all of the com- 
mittee's transcripts of tapes impounded 
as committee members left the hearing 
room Thursday. 


On Thursday night, sources said, mem- 


bers of the committee heard Nixon com- 
plain on a White House tape that the Wa- 
tergate burglars probably would get long 
sentences while a black who held up a 
store would get two years.

Dairymen ask 
Lucey to veto 
milk price prop 


MADISON, Wis. (AP) -If farmers are 


allowed to set minimum prices for Grade 
B milk, they would be endangering Wis- 
consin's role in the ice cream market, a 
group of dairy farmers said Thursday. 


The delegation appealed to Gov. Pat- 


rick J. Lucey to veto a bill which would 
allow the state to enact price props under 
Grade B or manufacturing milk, used in 
ice cream, cheese and other non-fluid 
items. 


Russell Gasch ot Chilton, a spokesman 


for the 28-man delgation, said the arti- 
ficial pricing could prevent Wisconsin's 
dairy industry from competitmg satis- 
factorily against lower-priced milk in 
other states. 


The bill would allow five per cent of the 


affected farmers to petition the state Ag- 
riculture Department for price adjust- 
ments. Price levels chosen by the agency 
would need approval of 51 per cent of 
farmers in a referendum. 


Open competition is vital to Wiscon- 


sin's Grade B milk producers, Gasch 
said. 


"We are very much concerned because 


85 per cent is sold outside the state," he 
said. 


The delegation, he said, included rep- 


resentatives of the Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation, Associated Milk Producers Inc. 
and the Wisconsin Farmers Union. 


Wisconsin has an estimated 32,000 


farmers producing Grade B milk. It is 
clas'sed separately from Grade A or 
drinking milk. 


Supporters of the bill had said it would 


improve the financial security of the 
state's dairy farms. 


The governor scolded the farmers for 


not appearing when the bill was pending 
before the legislature. 


Several said they did not even know the 


bill was even in the legislative hopper. 


Attending the meeting with Lucey was 


Sen. Dale McKenna, D-Jefferson, one of 
the bill's sponsors. 


"If there is such overwhelming opposi- 


tion, why should there be any fear of the 
bill ever taking effect?" Lucey asked the 
farmers, citing the referendum provison. 


"A gubernatorial veto is an extraor- 


dinary tool and should be used under ex- 
traordinary circumstances," he said. 


He said he was "being asked to veto a 


bill that most of the people concerned" 
never appeared before the legislature to 
oppose. 


Lucey said 2,900 dairy farmers went out 


of business of dairy farming this year. 


"The Nixon administration is trying to 


put the dairy industry out of business," 
Lucey said. Agriculture Secretary Earl 
Butz "won't raise milk supports one- 
nickel." 


Gasch told the Democratic governor 


that isolating Wisconsin by raising the 
state's market price above those of other 
states is approaching the issue "from the 
wrong end of the pole." 


Lloyd Yelk of Marshall, representing 


AMPI, said Wisconsin cannot set its own 
milk price "if the other states won't do 
it." 


Lloyd Stern of Evansville said farmers 


will have to get more money for their 
products if they are to stay in the dairy 
business. 


Several farmers remarked they would 


go to producing Grade A milk or quit the 
dairy business entirely. 


"The average farmer in Wisconsin is 60 


years old," Stern, 70, said. 


"He is a damn fool for doing what he's 


doing for what he's getting," Stern said. 
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Bread prices attacked 
as wheat prices dip 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The fall of 


wheat prices by 40.3 per cent since early 
January has been prompting calls for 
bakers and supermarkets to lower their 
prices. 


The bakers, back in January, were call- 


ing for limited export controls on wheat, 
predicting soaring prices this spring and 
then a bare granary before the bumper 
winter crop came in. 


Neither controls nor higher prices nora 


complete disappearance occurred, al- 
though stocks are down to the lowest lev- 
els in 22 years. 


The bakers' critics —Agriculture Sec- 


retary Earl L. Butz, several congressmen 
and various wheat-interest organizations 
— now are taking their turns in the 
spotlight in telling the bakers to apply 
their economics to themselves and cut 
their prices. 


However, the latest USDA statistics 


show that, as usual, "the villain theory" 
is an oversimplification of reality in seek- 
ing to pinpoint the causes of prices. 


For example, USDA marketbasket fig-

1973, the farm value of the wheat in that 
pound loaf —which is much less common 
than the l^-pound loaf —rose by 45 per 
cent, or 1.7 cents. 


The retailer's 5.4-ceni margin was 0.8 


per cent greater than in 1972. The baker's 
margin rose about 25 per cent to 15.9 
cents. The miller's margin rose 67 per 
cent to a penny. 


Profits in lower-priced 1972 were 0.53 


cents a loaf for thegrocer, 0.6 cents for the 
miller, 0.9 cents for the baker. 


And while farmers'prices are falling to 


close the gap between higher revenues 
and higher costs, middlemen presum- 
ably feel the same inflationary pinch in 
fuel, transportation and especially the la- 
bor costs which account for 50 to 67 per 
cent of the markups of all food items, the 
study showed.

Wisconsin members have been lauded 
by the University of Wisconsin for res- 
cuing three research projects which 
had been abandoned financially. 


One project involves development of 


artificial rennet, a vital cheese-making 
ingredient. The only source of material 
at present is from calves' stomachs. 
The project also might aid research on 
lactose intolerance which prevents 
some persons from drinking milk. An 
estimated $17,000 is needed for the 
project. 


The second project, calling for an 


estimated $10,000, is an investigation of 
the effects "cold-loving" bacteria 
produce in the processing of some dairy 
products. 


The third project, requiring $9,600, 


involves development and marketing of 
frozen milk which would be comparable 
to frozen orange juice. The study is to 
determine what happens to protein and 
other constituents of milk when dealing 
with the product at frozen or near 
frozen levels.

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Price dip hurts 
egg business

The prices for eggs have slumped in 


Wisconsin, from retail levels in the 90 
cent range in January, to a wholesale 
price that now is less than the cost of 
production and unless a good corn crop is 
harvested in 1974 it could mean a crisis 
for some poultrymen. 


Corn prices have declined about 2 per 


cent 


Corn prices largely determine the cost 


of producing eggs and although prices 
have declined the feed poultrymen must 
buy still is higher that a year ago. 


"Despite <=omp p3«ing of feed prices, 


declining product prices caused poultry 
product-feed price ratios to decline 
further in March, indicating that profit- 
ability was poor," said a United States 
Department of Agriculture poultry and 
egg situation report. 


Francis (Bud) Salm, route 2, Neenah, 


sells eggs from a flock of 58,000 to 60,000 
hens. He raises most of the feed for the 
hens and sells to retail outlets which 


. improves the market but sales have been 


"quite slow," he said. 


Part of the problem may be that people 


are eating less and that consumer resis- 
tance to purchases of 90-cent eggs still is 
crippling the market. 


It's caused a slump that is costing 


some poultrymen losses. "The fellow 
that's selling wholesale today, every egg 
he sells, he's losing money," said Salm. 


Now the wholesale price for eggs is an 


estimated 40 cents per dozen. 


In 1972 the average price for a dozen 


large eggs in Wisconsin was 39.78 cents, 
according to records of the United States 
Department of Agriculture dairy poultry 
market news service in Madison. The 
average price for large eggs cartoned for 
retail sale was 64.33 cents during 1973 
and Thursday was from 47-49 cents. 


Calvin Spindler, Baldwin, operates a 


poultry firm with an estimated 100,000 
laying hens. He's losing money. "It's 
costing us more to produce a dozen eggs 
right now than we're actually getting (in 
the market)." 


Spindler said that eggs now cost an 


estimated 40 to 42 cents per dozen to 
produce. Although Madison markets 
show quotations higher than that the egg 
market is based on the Urner-Barry New 
York market quotation, he said. Thurs- 
day the Urner-Barry price was 45 cents 
per dozen. 


Often the eggs must be sold for less 


than the quoted prices. 


"It's get as get can. You have to find a 


buyer and you have to get together with 
him and he has to have an outlet for his 
stuff." 


The biggest problem now is that 


shoppers aren't buying eggs. A slump in 
price after Easter holidays is a normal 
trend but right now Spindler is hoping 


the market will reach a floor level. 


The key is increasing consumption and 


securing a corn crop large enough to 
lower feed prices. Shoppers are eating 
fewer eggs now than in the past, he said. 
"Just why the housewife is not consum- 
ing more I cannot answer." 


Egg markets change sharply with 


shifts in supply or consumption, accord- 
ing to John Skinner, University of Wis- 
consin poultry expert. He said a one per 
cent shift in supply can cause a three 
cent per dozen increase or decrease in 
the price to consumers. 


An increase in consumption after a 
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but costs of producing eggs are high, he 
said. "Corn has gone up at the same time 
that soybean meal has gone down and 
this has caused the feed price to remain 
considerably higher (than at the same 
time last year)." 


He said an adequate corn crop may 


cause a decline in feed prices by early 
fall. 


Skinner predicted that there may be an 


increase in the number of small flocks 
for family use and also in the large in- 
tegrated units producing large volumes 
of eggs. Smaller "middle" producing 
units may decline in number, he said.

When funds can be eked out for 
wall covering, upholstering, draperies 
and other changes it takes weeks to get 
the work done. Take heart! Do some 
fantastic things yourself with a staple 
gun and fabric. 


Disguise problem walls, upholster a 


headboard, recover chair seats, beautify 
a folding screen to set off an alcove, turn 
a wooden cube into a conversation piece, 
make a window cornice and pleatec' 
curtain without the usual expensive 
hardware. The Swingline decorating 
staple gun with 1,000 staples and a "Tips 
for Tacking" booklet with ideas for 
indoor and outdoor usage, retails for 
$7.64. Included in the book are instruc- 
tions for anchoring wood filler and new 
plaster. 


Try a professional decorator's trick of 


dramatizing one wall with fabric in an 
old-fashioned book-lining print. Then 
use the same print to cover an old chest 
of drawers, which will be placed against 
the wall. At one and the same time, the 
furniture takes on new interest, yet 
blends with the wall treatment. 


Many fashion fabrics which are 


available up to 54 inches to 70 inches 
wide, can be used for wall covering as 
can large decorator-patterned sheets. 
Tightly woven all-cotton or polyester 
and cotton are lightweight, easy to work 
with and provide good coverage. 
However, densely knit fabric such as 
velour may be used. Do not stretch any 
fabric tautly in either direction as this 
will distort pattern and grain. Vinyl or 
polyurethane fabric is preferable for 
headboards or chair seats. 


There is a wide variety of fabric to suit 


the mood of every room. Consider pin- 
wale corduroy, solid color or printed; 
Springs Mills Decorator Line, 54 inches 
wide, all cotton, treated with Scotch- 
gard; Martin's sculptured velvet in 
Spanish and French design; Africa-in 
spired geometries; toile prints, bicen- 
tennial-inspired prints, and just plain 
duck, muslin or burlap. Seersucker, in a 
handsome large plaid combining three 
or four earth colors would make a stun- 
ning wall covering coordinated with a 
cover for a circular table. 


In selecting a floral print, remember 


that use of color can detract or add to its 


naturalness. Florals with a watercolor 
look will be visually refreshing long 
after brighter colors have become bor- 
ing. Think twice before selecting novelty 
or storybook prints, which can become 
as tiresome as an oft-told tale. 


For an over-all color scheme, keep it 


simple and select from one of the five 
basic color plans. The monochromatic 
scheme uses one color in its fullest 
intensity through a variation of shades 
and tints. The related :olor plan uses 
two or three analogous colors with relief 
provided by tints of adjacent colors in 
the basic color wheel. Contrasting colors 
are softened with tints of the same 
colors. Accented color is a combination 
of related colors and a sharp color from 
the opposite side of the color wheel. The 
neutral scheme uses combinations of 
black, white, gray or brown, sometimes 
spiked with gold or silver.

It's the familiar "stitch in the side" 


from running and sometimes other 
types of exertion. Formerly there was a 
belief that it was due to congestion of 
the liver or spleen — an idea since 
abandoned because of total lack of any 
supporting evidence. 


It's probably more prevalent among 


girls than boys because boys are 
inclined to be more physically active. 
This sort of thing doesn't seem to hap- 
pen very often to, for example, boys in 
training for some sport or other. It's 
also likely — this I base on my own 
observation and not scientific findings — 
that tension plays a part in it. 


A recent report on this curious little 


mystery suggests that the "stitch" is 
due to a spasm of the colon (large 
bowel) becoming tense enough to be 
painful. It is alv/ays possible, too, that a 
spasm of muscles of the back or trunk 
could be involved, and not all "stitches" 
need be exactly alike, I suppose. 


In any event, there's always relief 


from it. Rest does it, in a matter of a 
minute or two or three. 


A recent article in the journal, Sports 


Medicine, suggests that if someone is 
unduly troubled, taking an antispas- 
modic medication before your activities 
can prevent it. Quite possibly in some 
cases something as simple as some 
aspirin or its equivalent taken before 
you exercise or dance would relieve 
tension enough to prevent a "stitch."

Will that harm 
me in any way? I also eat a dish of 
cooked prunes for supper. Am I getting 
too much iron? —J.O. 


No. In the absence of anemia, the 


amount of iron you absorb is quite 
constant, and what is not absorbed is 
discarded by the body.

tatoes. Patches of green came out on the 
skin. People tell me they are not good to 
eat, that they are poison. I would like to 
know if this is true. —A.M.B.

A: Sure is. Get a spray can of frosting 


paint, clean the glass of all traces of 
grease, soap film, etc., and follow label 
directions. Spray on in thin coats, and be 
sure each coat is thoroughly dry before 
putting on the next. Thick coats will sag. 
The more coats, the "frostier." Another 
method: Cut a sheet of white tissue 
paper the size of the glass. Ctean the 
glass, then brush a coat of pure, fresh, 
white shellac over it. Immediately press 
the tissue paper onto the shellac and 
smoothe out all wrinkles; work from the 
center towards the edges. This gives an 
excellent frosted effect. If you ever want 
to remove it, merely wipe with alcohol, 
the solvent for shellac. 


Q: My kitchen sink makes a gurgling 


sound when it drains. Why is this? The 
drain is not clogged, because the water 
drops down very fast. —Chesapeake, Va. 


A: The vent pipe is partially clogged, 


which interferes with air flow. Once the 
vent is clear, the noises will stop.

Sewer issue crops up at Fremont 
Health Center

more changes

FREMONT —The village's new sani- 


tary sewer system, completed last 
November, came up frequently during a 
five-hour village board meeting this 
week. 


Herbert 
Reickmann, 
a 
former 


member of the old Northeastern Wiscon- 
sin Regional Planning Commission, 
which compiled test and maps for 
floodplain and comprehensive zoning for 
the village in 1969, outlined what he 
termed the philosophy and intent of the 
zoning ordinance adopted by the village 
at that time. 


He left samplers, used in other areas, 


of building permits and the conditional 
use permits, which require a certificate 
of appliance, with the board. They could 
be used to re'o'ace the oresent ones. 


The ordinance had been written to 


promote orderly growth and develop- 
ment of the village and to establish a bulk 
head line, which would allow people to 
fill and preserve their shore line 
property. 


He said that, according to the or- 


dinance, the building inspector is the 
first one to contact before construction 
begins. If a question or denial of a permit 
follows, the second contact is to be made 
with the local board of appeals and the 
final recourse would be a Circuit Court 
decision. 


Appointed to the board of appeals last 


month were Jack Abraham, chairman; 
Junior Smith, two-year member; Harold 
Bartel Jr. and Daniel Sambs, one-year 
members; and Henry Kemper, three 
year alternate. Philip Lewin declined to 
accept his two-year appointment and 
LeVan Toepke was appointed at the 
Tuesday meeting. 


The first meeting of the board of ap- 


peals is scheduled to begin at 8:30 p.m. 
Thursday at the village hall. 


A permit to hook up a workshop to the 


sanitary sev.-er system had been denied 
Gene Garrow until the Tuesday meeting 
when Village Atty. R. E. Joynson would 
be present. Johnson, however, was not 
able to attend the meeting and Garrow 
was advised to make application to 
Charles Brey, building inspector, for a 
building permit. 


r 


Ray Moe, Waupaca County road com- 


missioner, informed the board that 
County Highway U in the village would 
be restored this summer to its condition 
previous to sewer installation. The road 
will be patched. 


If the patches do not continue to settle, 


a full mat surface could be laid this fall. 
Y is Wolf River Drive, the main street of 
the village. If there are material shor- 
tages, such as oil for blacktopping, the 
project may not be completed this fall. 
However, it may be possible to do just the 
portion of the business district. 


The county is responsible for the 


center 22 or 24 feet of road, and the 
village will replace the curbs and gutters 
and sidewalks. 


Kenneth Radtke, New London, who 


purchased the former Leonard Kloehn 
property southeast cf the village in the 
Town of Fremont, gave public notice 
March 4 of his desire to annex to the 
village —for residential development - 
that portion of the 42 acres which could 
be serviced by the sewer system. Also 
included in the petition are two other 
residences. 


He said nine laterals have been ins- 


talled and about 65 homes could be cons- 
tructed. It would become a subdivision 
and Radtke would assume the cost of 
sewer and roads, with the village 
providing the cost of surfacing in some 
cases. 


After discussing his plat maps, he 


asked the board to respond with a call for 
the question at its next meeting. 


Robert Orth of the engineering firm of 


Orth and Rice, Appleton, discussed his 
survey for the extension of the sewer 
system to an area in the southwest por- 
tion of the village but not yet serviced. 
Several residences and the property of 
Radtke Real Estate, which is being 
planned as a mobile home court, and the 
B and B service station are in the area. 


Establishing user fees is a problem 


because the village cannot firi<incii»iiy 
afford municipal water and so has no 
system of metering usages. 


Orth and Rice was authorized to 


provide a study of the cost of water 
meters, which could be installed on in- 
dividual wells.

New education plan for employes 
is announced by Kimberly-Clark 


NEENAH — A new three-part educa- 


tional program for employes described 
as unique in American business was 
announced today by officials of Kim- 
berly-Clark Corp. 


Harry J. S'neerin, president of K-C, 


made the announcement at a special 
meeting in Chicago attended by educa- 
tors from 18 communities where the 
company's plants and mills are located. 
Dr. Thomas S. Smith, president of 
Lawrence University, was co-host. 


Noting that financing education has 


become a serious problem for middle 
income families, Sheerin said he hoped 
the plan would provide a model for 
other companies to follow. 


The plan includes three parts, an 


employe self-development feature, a 
family education savings account and 
an extended educational leave with full 
pay and benefits. 


In detail, the plan calls for: 
Annually each eligible employe is 


allotted a sum of money that can be 
used for self-development. The allot- 
ment, called a KimEd account, is the 
personal bank account on which the 


employe can draw during a single year 
for not only job-related activities but 
also strictly cultural or avocational 
courses. 


Each year the account is credited 


with a new allotment, the amount of 
which varies according to factors like 
company earnings. A typical account 
based on 1973 earnings would be about 
S480. 


The family education savings account 


is a long-range program that carries 
over from year to year. Each year the 
company puts an amount equal to 25 per 
cent of the employe's KimEd allotment 
into this account, and, if the employe 
saves his own money up to $200 an- 
nually, the company contributes an 
incentive equal to 20 per cent of this 
amount. The combined funds earn in- 
come for future educational expenses 
for the employe or any member of his 
family. A "typical" employe could ac- 
cumulate $8,000 in 15 years under this 
plan. 


The third feature, educational leaves, 


provides as much as one year with pay 
to employes who have shown high level 


performance and ability. 


In adopting this plan, Sheerin said, 


Kimberly-Clark is "not going tfor pure 
philanthropy. Our company recognizes 
that it will not be easy to achiepe its 
corporate objectives in the competitive 
climate of the next few years. 


"We will need people who are 


increasingly knowledgeable, skilled and 
motivated. This plan should help create 
and maintain that kind of work force," 
he commented. 


He also noted that the family educa- 


tion feature has added appeal at a time 
when an increasing number of wives 
are seeking interests and careers out- 
side the home. 


"A high priority was given to the 


development of a plan responsive to the 
total person, one that would recognize 
that each employe is an individual with 
a range of interests, only some of which 
are directly job-related," Sheerin said. 


In his comments on the plan, Smith 


said the company has recognized not 
only the needs of its employes but also 
is addressing the problems of the 
educational establishment.

New department stores and hotels, malls, climate con- 


trolled overhead walkways, civic and community centers are 
featured in four redevelopment concepts for downtown 
Appleton. 


The concepts, which look 20 or more years into the future, 


were presented Thursday night at a meeting of Project 76 by 
Malcolm C. Drummond, a partner of Harland Batholomew 
and Associates, St. Louis, city planning consultants. 


"I want to emphasize that there are no plans," said Drum- 


mond to the gathering of 50 government officials and local 
businessmen. "These are merely concepts." Drummond 
stressed that many of the ideas could only be implemented 
well into the future, but that he was presenting them to get the 
thinking process started. 


Drummond emphasized the need for government and ci- 


tizen cooperation to make any proposed plans work, but did 
indicate his pleasure with the overall concepts. 


"To me the exciting thing is that all these concepts require 


a relatively minimum amount of acquisition of private 
property," he said, pointing out that only parts of 18 blocks 
out of nearly 100 would have to be purchased for redevelop- 
ment consistent with his concepts. 


One idea incorporated into two concepts, for example, is a 


boulevard where Franklin Street presently runs. To effect 
this would require the purchase of only 13 houses, six 
businesses and the old police station. 


"The boulevard doesn't tear the whole world apart " 


Drummond said. 


Each of the four concepts includes the core business dis- 


trict, a civic center for government buildings, a community 
center for recreation-oriented buildings, some changing of 
street patterns and plenty of parking. 


Three of the four concepts provide for the eventual removal 


of the Chicago & North Western railroad tracks from the 
downtown area, although Drummond said that no proposed 
projects would be eliminated should the tracks remain. 


The concepts, as defined by Drummond, include: 
• The city's 1965 plan, modified and updated. This concept 


calls for College Avenue as the main thoroughfare in a 
basically linear east-west layout of projects. 


The civic center would be located in Jones Park, with 


Oneida and Appleton streets as the major north-south 
arteries for traffic. High-rise apartments would be in the old 
vocational school site, and overhead walkways would be used 
within the 10-block core area. Franklin Street would be used 
primarily as a bypass for downtown traffic. 


A new hotel and two large department stores would be 


added downtown, with underground parking for 2,000 
vehicles at a Jones Park ramp.

Alternate landfill sites to be sought

A group of citizens have volunteered to 


help Outagamie County find a "satisfac- 
tory" landfill site for its solid waste 
program and, in turn, the county zoning 
committee has agreed to look at addi- 
tional alternatives to the two sites now 
under consideration. 


The committee met Thursday night 


with about 25 residents who live near the 
80-acre George Blazek farm, one of the 
proposed landfill sites which is across 
from Plamann Park. 


Bruce Chudacoff, 43 Crestway Court, 


proposed the citizen committee and 
volunteered to head it. Several other 
people at the meeting also volunteered 
and Chudacoff said he would seek help of 
citizens from other parts of the county. 


"If the Blazek site or Evers site (the 


other site under consideration by the 


committee) turns out to be the best, I'll 
shut up," Chudacoff told the committee. 


At the request of the people, the com- 


mittee also agreed to run a newspaper ad 
asking for property owners to volunteer 
potential sites. 


Another alternative, looked at in the 


distant past and discarded, will be 
revived at the request of former county 
board supervisor Delmar Schmeichel. 


He suggested another look be taken at 


airport property "even if we lose federal 
funds" that were used to purchase the 
land. "It would still be cheaper," he 
said, than buying another site. 


He noted that most of the people were 


afraid of having a landfill in their 
backyard. "Why not prove that a landfill 
is a good neighbor and use airport 
property for five years. You are telling 
people it won't hurt them, but you won't 
put it on your own land." 


Supv. Joseph Kasperek, zoning com- 


mittee chairman, had earlier noted that 
"we're a product of nature. We fear what 
we don't understand and our reaction is 
to run or to fight." 


The committee also earlier had agreed 


to seek formal talks with the City of 
Kaukauna on the possibility of using a 
portion of its unused landfill site on a 
temporary basis. Kaukauna Mayor 
Robert La Plante had written the com- 
mittee suggesting that possibility. 


Frank Charlesworth, county coordina- 


tor of public services, said the state 
Department of Natural Resources 
(DNR) had indicated it might permit 
use of the Kaukauna site for up to a year 
without a detailed engineering study. 
The site was licensed at one time. 


While the zoning committee was 


unanimous that it would accept all of the 
help it could get to find a site acceptable 


to the people, Supv. Russell DeLaHunt 
and Kasperek indicated the committee 
would, at the same time, have to continue 
engineering work on the sites now under 
consideration. 


Early in the meeting DeLaHunt had 


told the audience, "the garbage must go 
somewhere.

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Mayor seeks analysis of sewer bid

Mayor James Sutherland said today 


that he will ask department heads for 
their "careful analysis of the ramifica- 
tions" of furnishing sewer service to two 
areas in the Town of Grand Chute off the 
northeast side of Appleton. 


"There are a lot of ramifications to this 


that don't readily meet the eye," said the 
mayor. 


The town Tuesday formally asked the 


city to furnish sanitary sewer service 
under contract to: 


—An area along French Road between 


the Chicago and North Western Railroad 
tracks and U.S. 41, which contains 41 
single family residences, 45 mobile 
homes, Hietpas Dairy, Coenen Packing 
Co. and Advanced Industries, which 
employs 70 persons. 


—Ballard Road, between the city limits 


and U.S. 41, which contains 16 single 
family residences. 


The request from the town follows an 


informal session with some city officials 
and representatives of the East-Central 


Wisconsin Regional Planning Commis- 
sion April 23, when city officials said the 
town would have to give them a specific 
request before they could react to the 
proposal for sewer service to the town. 


Town of Grand Chute Chairman Ira 


Livingston said today that if the'request 
to the city fails —as similar requests in 
the past have —the town will probably 
ask the state to help resolve the problem. 


Town consulting engineers Donohue & 


A Associates, Inc., say the area along 
French Road "contains 
relatively 


serious or potential sources of pollu- 
tion." The other area is a "potential area 
of pollution." 


City Atty. David Geenen, one of the 


department heads that Sutherland said 
he plans to ask to investigate the town 
request, said today that he did not see 
much wisdom in the city extending sewer 
service to the town before annexation. 


He said extending the service now 


could lead to further requests in the fu- 
ture. 


"Each time you say yes, it get's harder 


to say no the next time," he said, adding 


that granting an extension could set a 
bad precedent. 


State pollution abatement orders were 


issued against Hietpas Dairy Farms and 
Coenen Packing Co. in May, 1968. Since 
then, attempts to get service in that area 
have been unsuccessful. 


The state rejected plans for a separate 


facility for the packing company in 1970. 
An attempt to annex the area by the iity 
of Appleton in 1971 was nullified by a 
court decision. 


The town consultants recommended 


an aerated lagoon as a temporary treat- 
ment facility for the area in 1971, but the 
DNR and Fox Valley Council of Govern- 
ments said later that year that the area 
should be served by Appleton, so that it 
conformed with a regional plan drawn up 
by the regional planning agency calling 
for service by four plants in the Fox Ci- 
ties. 


Appleton turned down a request for 


service along French Road in December 
1971. The town then asked for service 
from the Heart of the Valley Sewerage 
Commission, but that was overruled by 


the DNR, which issued a connection 
order to the city in June, 1973. 


The order was voided when the city 


was unable to gather the necessary sig- 
natures of property owners to annex the 
area.

tion rooms. State officials informed 
Health Center Supt.

"You people should get professional 


assistance to help detect the problems," 
Haefner advised representatives of the 
Health Center Board of Trustees and the 
county board's property and human 
resources committees which met jointly 
at the institution.

New education plan for employes 
is announced by Kimberly-Clark 


NEENAH —A new three-part educa- 


tional program for employes described 
as unique in American business was 
announced today by officials of Kim- 
berly-Clark Corp. 


Harry J. Sheerin, president of K-C, 


made the announcement at a special 
meeting in Chicago attended by educa- 
tors from 18 communities where the 
company's plants and mills are located. 
Dr. Thomas S. Smith, president of 
Lawrence University, was co-host. 


Noting that financing education has 


become a serious problem for middle 
income families, Sheerin said he hoped 
the plan would provide a model for 
other companies to follow. 


The plan includes three parts, an 


employe self-development feature, a 
family education savings account and 
an extended educational leave with full 
pay and benefits. 


In detail, the plan calls for: 
Annually each eligible employe is 


allotted a sum of money that can be 
used for self-development. The allot- 
ment, called a KimEd account, is the 
personal bank account on which the 


* 
if 
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employe can draw during a single year 
for not only job-related activities but 
also strictly cultural or avocational 
courses. 


Each year the account is credited 


with a new allotment, the amount of 
which varies according to factors like 
company earnings. A typical account 
based on 1973 earnings would be about 
$480. 


The family education savings account 


is a long-range program that carries 
over from year to year. Each year the 
company puts an amount equal to 25 per 
cent of the employe's KimEd allotment 
into this account, and, if the employe 
saves his own money up to $200 an- 
nually, the company contributes an 
incentive equal to 20 per cent of this 
amount. The combined funds earn in- 
come for future educational expenses 
for the employe or any member of his 
family. A "typical" employe could ac- 
cumulate $8,000 in 15 years under this 
plan. 


The third feature, educational leaves, 


provides as much as one year with pay 
to employes who have shown high level 


performance and ability 


In adopting this plan, Sheerin said, 


Kimberly-Clark is "not going for pure 
philanthropy. Our company recognizes 
that it will not be easy to achiepe its 
corporate objectives in the competitive 
climate of the next few years. 


"We will need people who are 


increasingly knowledgeable, skilled and 
motivated. This plan should help create 
and maintain that kind of work force," 
he commented. 


He also noted that the family educa- 


tion feature has added appeal at a time 
when an increasing number of wives 
are seeking interests and careers out- 
side the home. 


"A high priority was given to the 


development of a plan responsive to the 
total person, one that would recognize 
that each employe is an individual with 
a range of interests, only some of which 
are directly job-related," Sheerin said. 


In his comments on the plan, Smith 


said the company has recognized not 
only the needs of its employes but also 
is addressing the problems of the 
educational establishment.

Thursday prior to addressing a women's 
club convention. 


Members of the Wisconsin Education 


Association Council have sai* her De- 
partment of Public Instruction should in- 
tervene in the Hortonville dispute, and 
. have accused her of allowing school ad- 
ministrators to hire poorly qualified 
educators as strike breakers. 


The WEAC asked members to rally 


Sunday at Carroll"College in Waukesha to 
picket commencement exercises, specif- 
ically presentation of an honorary degree 
to Mrs. Thompson. 


One of the union's chief complaints 


against Mrs. Thompson, a WEAC mem- 
ber, is that she criticizes walkouts by 
teachers. The union leaders proposed a 
statewide sympathy walkout in April, but 
WEAC members rejected the scheme by 
a 4-1 ratio.

avoid interfering in local affairs, serving 
simply in an advisory capacity. 


Her department, shesaid, "has consis- 


tently treated districts the same during a 
strike as during normal operating peri- 
ods. We expect school districts to adhere 
to the state laws" including hiring certi- 
fied teachers. 


"A team of experts" from the depart- 


ment investigates districts to guard 
against improper administrative behav- 
ior when schools attempt "to operate dur- 
ing a teacher strike to count the days for 
purposes of receiving state aids," she 
said. 


"This department," she continued, 


"does not serve in a judiciary role, but 
serves as a staff resource." 


But "this team of experts is sent with 


express instructions to review the certifi- 
cation of the replacement staff," she 
said. 


Her department's role in local af f ai rs i s 


restricted, she said, providing "informa- 
tion to either side in a dispute." 


If there is to be state intervention in a 


labor dispute, she said, the matter is han- 
dled by the Wisconsin Employment Rela- 
tions Commission (WERC). 


"The commissioners would be the first 


to tell you that they prefer the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction not be in- 
volved in this process," she said, 


"Unless the present laws are changed, 


there is no way, other than through infor- 


mal persuasion that we could hope to be 
more actively involved in the process," 
she said. 


The union has demanded that person- 


nel files of Hortonville's replacement 
teachers be made public throughout the 
state. Mrs. Thompson has said the 
records are available in Hortonville as 
public record, and that state distribution 
would be harassment of the replacements 
simply to satisfy union vengeance. 


Her department, she said, is not con- 


cealing any records concerning its role in 
the affair. 


"The records which we maintain are

records. 


"That subpoena was met Tuesday,"

Mrs. Thompson, elected superinten- 


dent 13 months ago, said she has been sad- 
dened that the union chooses to attack 
her. 


She accused the WEAC of trying to

Winneabgo's starting salary for patrol- 
men of $622 is the lowest among nine 
other counties compared, and that a 
sergeant's starting wate here is also 
below par. Many of the other counties, 
the charts indicated, have better work- 
man's compensation programs. 


Moreover, Herrling argued from the

Mistrial denied; dead 
coed's sister testifies 


OSHKOSH —A motion for a mistrial 


in the Thomas Hoppe murder trial, 


' which began here Tuesday, highlighted 


trial proceedings of Thursday afternoon 
and this morning. 


In addition, testimony was heard 


from several law enforcement agents, 


• two doctors, a tavern owner and the 


sister of the deceased victim. 


Judge Edmund P. Arpin is presiding 


over the trial, which began Tuesday 
morning in Winnebago County Circuit 
Court Branch 2 after a 12-hour jury 
selection Monday. The six men and six 
women of the jury are judging the 29- 
year-old Oshkosh defendant, who, 
together with Roy W. Holland, 32, also 
of Oshkosh, beat two University of 
Wisconsin-Oshkosh coeds on the night 
of Jan. 9, according to police reports. 


The beatings, which took place at the 


coeds' apartment near campus, result- 
ed in the death one week later of Lynn 
Westbrook, 21, New Berlin. The surviv- 
ing coed is a 20-year-old Evanston, 111., 
woman who cannot be 
identified 


because of the nature of the case. 


Hoppe is charged with first degree 


murder and attempted first degree 
murder..Holland, whose trial begins 
June 3, is charged with aiding and 
abetting first degree murder and sexual 
perversion. 


In asking for a mistrial Thursday 


afternoon, defense attorney Thomas 
Fink charged Dist. Atty. Leo Mack with 
persistently posing leading questions to 
his witnesses. Although Arpin denied 
the motion, he warned Mack to refrain 
from asking such questions that con- 
tained the desired answers. 


Among those testifying this morning

a deputy sheriff

city 


policeman, who identified men's clothes 
they found lying in the center of State 
110 outside the Oshkosh city limits 
around 1:20 a.m. Jan. 10. The three 
stacks of clothes that were found are 
believed to have been clothing or ap- 
parel worn by the two defendants dur- 
ing the beatings. 


The clothing was found 50 to 200 feet 


north of Volp's Bar, whose owner, Al 
Volp, told the court Thursday afternoon 
that Hoppe and Holland were drinking 


beer in his bar from about 11:30 p.m. 
Jan. 9 to 12:45 a.m. Jan. 10. 


Other testimony this morning came 


from an Oshkosh police detective, who 
investigated the incident. He identified 
several items of bedding which were 
introduced as state's exhibits as being 
those he confiscated from the coeds' 
apartment after the incident. 


The detective also testified as to his 


impoundment and search of the sus- 
pected getaway truck said by police to 
have been used by Hoppe and Holland. 


Thursday afternoon, Mrs. Ruth 


Kresse of New Berlin, sister of Miss 
Westbrook, testified. Her testimony was 
sought to confirm the identity of her 
sister as the deceased. 


The remaining two witnesses Thurs- 


day were doctors Kenneth M. Viste Jr. 
and Vincent H. Dahl. Viste is the 
neurologist who treated Miss Westbrook 
at Mercy Medical Center and Dahl is 
the pathologist who performed the au- 
topsy on her. 


Viste testified that the bruises on 


Miss Westbrook's neck "looked like 
handprints." He told the half-full court- 
room that the cause of death of the coed, 
who was admitted to the hospital un- 
conscious (she never regained cons- 
ciousness), was a lack of oxygen to the 
brain. From the history of the case that 
was furnished to him, Viste said the 
oxygen was cut off by external pressure 
on the large blood vessels of Miss 
Westbrook's neck. 


Viste told the court that a day and a 


half after Miss Westbrook was admitted 
to Mercy Medical Center, "She began to 
stop breathing. From then on, she was 
placed on an artificial respirator until 
the time she died" five days later, Jan. 
16. " 


Dahl testified that in the autopsy he 


performed on the dead coed, he found 
evidence of brain cell degeneration due 
to oxygen deprivation, which he said he 
believes was the cause of death. He also 
said he found neck bruises and other 
hemorrhages on the body. 


The trial was to continue this after- 


noon and Saturday morning with the 
state having at least three more wit- 
nesses to testify.

DPI's role in Hortonville dispute 
governed by law, Thompson says

MILWAUKEE (AP)-The state super- 


intendent of public instruction says her 
department's role in Hortonville's school 
dispute has been strictly governed by 
limitations of state law. 


Dr. Barbara Thompson, against whom 


a two-hour protest rally is being orga- 
nized by a teachers'union, said "teams of 
experts" make certain that her depart- 
ment's image is not jeopardized by im- 
proper activities of local schools. 


"You can be quite sure that this state 


agency isgoingtohavepretty clean hands 
when they say that things are in order in a 
school district," she said. 


Mrs. Thompson made her remarks 


Thursday prior to addressing a women's 
club convention. 


Members of the Wisconsin Education 


Association Council have said her De- 
partment of Public Instruction should in- 
tervene in the Hortonville dispute, and 
have accused her of allowing school ad- 
ministrators to hire poorly qualified 
educators as strike breakers. 


The WE AC asked members to rally 


Sunday at Carroll College in Waukesha to 
picket commencement exercises, specif- 
ically presentation of an honorary degree 
to Mrs. Thompson. 


One of the union's chief complaints 


against Mrs. Thompson, a WEAC mem- 
ber, is that she criticizes walkouts by 
teachers. The union leaders proposed a 
statewide sympathy walkout in April, but 
WEAC members rejected the scheme by 
a 4-1 ratio. 


Mrs. 
Thompson noted state law pro- 


hibits strikes by public employes. 


"I have taken an oath of office to uphold 


the laws,"shesaid. "What else wouldyou 
expect me to say in regard to a statewide 
walkout or strike on the part of teach- 
ers?" 


Were the legislature to adopt laws re- 


quiring binding arbitration or even au- 


thorize walkouts, "then we will act ac- 
cordingly," she said. 


About 88 Hortonville teachers were 


fired April 2 during a walkout, and the 
school board urged them to file new job 
applications. Four accepted, and school 
reopened with substitutes filling thebulk 
of teaching vacancies for the district's 
1,900 students. 


Mrs. Thompson said that, without stat- 


utory sanction, her department wants to 
avoid interfering in local affairs, serving 
simply in an advisory capacity. 


Her department, she said, "has consis- 


tent ly treated districts the same daring a 
strike as during normal operating peri- 
ods. We expect school districts to adhere 
to the state laws" including hiring certi- 
fied teachers. 


"A team of experts" from the depart- 


ment investigates districts to guard 
against improper administrative behav- 
ior when schools attempt "to operate dur- 
ing a teacher strike to count the days for 
purposes of receiving state aids," she 
said. 


"This department," she continued, 


"does not serve in a judiciary role, but 
serves as a staff resource." 


But "this team of experts is sent with 


express instructions to review the certifi- 
cation of the replacement staff," she 
said. 


Her department's role in local affairs is 


restricted, she said, providing "informa- 
tion to either side in a dispute." 


If there is to be state intervention in a 


labordispute, shesaid, the matter is han- 
dled by the Wisconsin Employment Rela- 
tions Commission (WERC). 


"The commissioners would be the first 


to tell you that they prefer the Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction not be in- 
volved in this process," she said, 


"Unless the present laws are changed, 


there is no way, other than through infor- 


mal persuasion that we could hope to be 
more actively involved in the process," 
she said. 


The union has demanded that person- 


nel files of Hortonville's replacement 
teachers be made public throughout the 
state. Mrs. Thompson has said the 
records are available in Hortonville as 
public record, and that state distribution 
would be harassment of the replacements 
simply to satisfy union vengeance.

On June 3, Jansen will settle down to the

Jansen's looking forward to the job, which he

Alternate landfill sites to be sought

A group of citizens have volunteered to 


help Outagamie County find a "satisfac- 
tory" landfill site for its solid waste 
program and, in turn, the county zoning 
committee has agreed to look at addi- 
tional alternatives to the two sites now 
under consideration. 


The committee met Thursday night 


with about 25 residents who live near the 
80-acre George Blazek farm, one of the 
proposed landfill sites which is across 
from Plamann Park. 


Bruce Chudacoff, 43 Crestway Court, 


proposed the citizen committee and 
volunteered to head it. Several other 
people at the meeting also volunteered 
and Chudacoff said he would seek help of 
citizens from other parts of the county. 


"If the Blazek site or Evers site (the 


other site under consideration by the 
committee) turns out to be the best; I'll 
shut up," Chudacoff told the commitiee. 


At the request of the people, the com- 


mittee also agreed to run a newspaper ad 
asking for property owners to volunteer 
potential sites. 


Another alternative, looked at in the 


distant past and discarded, will be 
revived at the request of former county 
board supervisor Delmar Schmeichel. 


He suggested another look be taken at 


airport property "even if we lose federal 
funds" that were used to purchase the 
land. "It would still be cheaper," he 
said, than buying another site. 


He noted that most of the people were 


afraid of having a landfill in their 
backyard. "Why not prove that a landfill 
is a good neighbor and use airport 
property for five years. You are telling 
people it won't hurt them, but you won't 
put it on your own land." 


Supv. Joseph Kasperek, zoning com- 


mittee chairman, had earlier noted that 
"we're a product of nature. We fear what 
we don't understand and our reaction is 
to run or to fight." 


The committee also earlier had agreed 


to seek formal talks with the City of 
Kaukauna on the possibility of using a 
portion of its unused landfill site on a 
temporary basis. Kaukauna Mayor 
Robert La Plante had written the com- 
mittee suggesting that possibility. 


Frank Charlesworth, county coordina- 


tor of public services, said the state 
Department of Natural 
Resources 


(DNR) had indicated it might permit 
use of the Kaukauna site for up to a year 
without a detailed engineering study. 
The site was licensed at one time. 


While the zoning committee was 


unanimous that it would accept all of the 
help it could get to find a site acceptable 
to the people, Supv. Russell DeLaHunt 
and Kasperek indicated the committee

engineering work on the sites now under 
consideration. 


Early in the meeting DeLaHunt had 


told the audience, "the garbage must go 
somewhere. I'll duck my head and agree 
to put it in my neighborhood (the 
Kaukauna site is in his district) tem- 
porarily. But I hope you people can tell us 
where an alternate site is and that you 
will help us acquire it." 


In answer to questions from the 


residents, Charlesworth said that while 
the Blazek site had a potential life of 25 
years if a ski hill were built, it was not the 
county's intention to use any site more 
than about five years. 


He said the entire Blazek site would not 


be used at one time and that the site could 
be closed at any point. "The prime 
reason for that site is the built-in safety of 
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the soil," he said. 


The opponents argued that Plamann 


Park was already large enough and that 
if landfill was going to be used to develop 
more park space it should be done away 
from Plamann Park. 


Chudacoff said the county might find it 


cheaper to haul a longer distance, on a 
short-term basis, to a cheaper site than 
to invest vast amounts of money in the 
Blazek site. "Plamann Park is heavily 
used in the summer," he said. "There 
are thousands of bicycles traveling on 
Ballard Road and Meade Street." 


Roy Valitchka II, route 3, Appleton, 


asked, "Can't we go to the people and say 
we are only going to use five or ten acres 
for five years and then retire it to green 
space?" He suggested using the East 
Central Wisconsin Regional Planning 
Commission to find a series of small 
sites. 


DeLaHunt, a member of the commis- 


sion, said the commission has neither the 
time nor the staff to do specific work for 
individual members and has turned 
down other such requests. 


Earl Bauer, 34 Park View Drive, 


agreed 
with Schmeichel's airport 


proposal. "Most of us fear what might 
happen," he said. "We need a test to 
prove a landfill is compatible." 


Schmeichel said that if the county was 


not willing to take on the Federal Avia- 
tion Administration "then forget it." He 
said the county board must make up its 
mind if it is willing to fight to use that 
space. "Don't ask us in this room to do it 
if 42 (supervisors) won't." 


Ira Livingston, Town of Grand Chute 


chairman, suggested placing the news- 
paper ad.

"We have 
an insurance company building an office 
in the middle of a big green area, or 
maybe some industry might step for- 
ward to improve its public image." 


DeLaHunt said he felt that negotiating 


for a site publicly would mean the county 
would have to use its condemnation 
powers to acquire the property.

KING —The Board of Veterans Affairs 


took a close look at the workability of the 
two track Veterans loan program, which 
Gov. Patrick Lucey signed into law on 
May 2, when it met Friday at the Grand 
Army Home. 


Serious questions were raised about 


gaps and legal interpretations created by 
the governor's line veto of 22 separate 
items in the compromise bill. The bill, 
which the Wisconsin Department of 
Veteran Affairs (WDVA) had worked out 
with a sub-committee of the Joint 
Finance Committee was strongly sup- 
ported 
by veterans 
organizations 


throughout the state. 


"The question of who has the power to 


make a loan is not spelled out clearly," 
John Moses, WDVA secretary, said in an 
overview. "We have asked for a number 
of legal interpretations and meanwhile 
are pressing on as rapidly as we can with 
lenders and builders to make the 
program work. 


"Our aim is still to serve as many 


veterans as we can and if the bugs can be 
worked out, the home loan program will 
be a greater program than the second 
mortgage program could ever." 


As it stands now, Moses said, there are 


two questions in the minds of board 
members and veterans: 


—Does the board of veterans affairs 


have any control on home loans; 


— Will there be adequate funding for 


nonhousing programs if the veterans 
trust fund is tapped for second mortgage 
loan money? 


"All control by the board over the bond 


sale process has been eliminated," 
Moses mentioned as the first concern. 
"All recovery cost of administration has 
been eliminated by line veto, with the 
result that these expenses will have to 
come from the veterans trust fund, now 
so reduced that we must operate on a 
day-to-day basis for medical and emer- 
gency grants, economic assistance loans 
and general administrative expt/ises. 


"All authority by the Department of 


Veti. -ins Affairs over management of 
the ne. direct loan program, once loans 
have been made, has been eliminated," 
he said. "Powers necessary to manage 
the second mortgage program, once 
loans have been made, have been 
eliminated, such as power to bid in at 
sheriff's sales and to take a quit claim 
deed to spare the veterans foreclosure 
costs. 


"Veterans will not have the cost-of-liv- 


ing escalator to the income limitation, 
which we requested to be set at $18,000," 
Moses continued. "That was cut by line 
veto. 


"Gaps in the remaining grants of 


authority for the new direct loan 
program and sharp contradictions in 
language arising as a result of the vetoes 
have raised sufficient doubt as to 
whether the new direct loan program can 
be put into effect," the secretary ad- 
vised. "We have asked for an opinion 
from the attorney general." 


The discussion apparently prompted 


Dr. Vernon G. Olson, Eau Claire, chair- 
man of the WDVA, to question "whether 
we are left with any veterans home loan 
program at all." 


The Wisconsin Housing Finance 


Authority is made responsible for rais- 
ing $140 million forthe direct loan fund 
through the sale of revenue bonds. It is 


• calculated that this would finance about 


5,600 veterans first mortgage loans and 
veterans groups predict that this 
number may escalate to as many as 8,000 
requests for loans. 


The funding of second mortgage loans 


calls for $5.3 million for this year. Jerry 
Sessions, WDVA, reported that $3 
million of this will be used by the end of 
May to take up the backlog of second 
mortgage requests accumulated since 
January, 1974 v/hen no funds were 
available for second mortgage loans. The 
department 
has in recent 
weeks 


approved $2,030,000 in second mortgage 
loans. 


"If the program is to work, it cannot be 


tied up in red tape," Moses told the 
board. "We have worked with lenders 
(banks and savings and loans officials) 
and contractors to interpret the working 
of the Home Loan Bill. The first draft of 
the manual is finished, there will be 
other drafts as the issues are clarified - 
we want to make it as clear and simple as 
possible." 


A spokesman for the Department of 


Administration said that the ability of 
the WDVA to handle second mortgage 
loans and administrative costs on first 
mortgage loans which the governor's 
office sees at $136,000 and the WDVA has 
shown at $195,000 are not closed issues. 


There is a possibility that amendments 


to the legislation could be presented and 
passed in July. Some were skeptical 
that the necessary two-thirds vote in the 
Senate could be obtained but felt that the 
necessary margin could be reached in 
the Assembly. 


Veterans seeking direct home loans, 


under the law, deal directly with their 
realtor and the local money lender work? 
out the details and services the loan 
through the county veterans officers, 
certification of eligibility of the veterans 
is requested from the Department of 
Veterans Affairs. Moses believes that the 
certification, with a check, can be re- 
turned to the local lender within 48 hours. 


Albert J. Hanna, Milwaukee, chair- 


man of the Council on Veterans 
Programs, presented the council's 
recommendation that legislation be in- 
troduced to remove the veterans from 
the welfare statute, which since Jan. 1, 
1974 has set the monthly income earning 
limitations at $4.50. It would put them 
under Chapter 49 which provided that a 
veteran resident at the home could earn 
$20 per month to add to the $45 he was 
allowed to retain from his pension and . 
Social Security. 


Since Jan 1 of this year, under the 


Medicaid ruling all vetearans entering 
the home could retain $40.50 and earn 
$4.50. This has not been an incentive for 
him to enter into the work therapy 
programs and craft selling programs, 
Commandant Arlin Barden explained. 
"Veterans entering the Home before 
Jan. 1, 1974, can retain $45 and earn an 
additional $20, so we have two classes of 
veterans now and it is discriminatory," 
he said. "The result is fewer members in 
work therapy program, and we will 
either have to hire civil service employes 
to replace them or abandon the 
programs."

The resumption of negotiations in the 


Hortonville teachers' strike apparently 
will be delayed as a result of a decision to 
appeal a May 6 order of Outagamie 
County Judge R. Thomas Cane. 


By fulfilling the requirements of a no- 


tice to appeal Cane's order to the state 
Supreme Court, attorneys for the village 
school board by law receive what is, in 
effect, a stay of the order. 


The order directed the board to offer 


jobs for 1973-74 school year openings to 
fired Hortonville Education Association, 
while ordering those teachers, as in- 
dividuals, to accept the offers. 


"Further negotiations are questiona- 


ble at this point," Cane said Friday after 
learning of the notice of appeal. He con- 
tacted Howard Bellman of the Wisconsin 


Employment Relations Commission, 
who was to be in court for what had been 
seen as a potentially key hearing Mon- 
day, and told him not to come to Apple- 
ton. 


Instead, Cane informed the commis- 


sioner only to be available. 


Cane did not appear upset by the 


board's move to appeal his earlier order. 


"It doesn't hurt my feelings any," he 


observed. "I would welcome the appeal 
because this is an issue not previously 
resolved by the state Supreme Court," he 
said in reference to the jurisdiction and 
authority which the trial court has. 


Because the board is appealing the en- 


tire order of May 6, apparently none of it 
can be taken up in Cane's court until a 
ruling has been returned from the 
Supreme Court.

GREEN BAY - Dairy products im- 


ports, a new brucellosis threat, and 
farm-related environmental concerns 
were considered by the Wisconsin Board 
of Agriculture here Thursday at its 
monthly meeting. 


The policy-making body of the state 


Department of Agriculture expressed 
alarm over foreign milk powder as a 
possible source of the dread hoof and 
mouth livestock disease, and it started 
action to halt traffic in commercial term 
papers among college students. 


Meeting at the University of Wiscon- 


sin-Green Bay, the board was oriefed on 
the institution's broad environmental 
involvement by Dr. Thomas Mclntosh, 
assistant dean of the colleges, and Dr. 
Robert Cook, associate professor of en- 
vironmental control. 


Board chairman Henry Drees, Pesh- 


tigo, commented that worry by the Wiss- 
consin dairy industry about imports has 
lessened considerably for the time being. 


"We are assured that there will be no 


further heavy purchase of foreign cheese 
unless substantial shortages are encoun- 
tered," Drees said. The situation with 
non-fat milk powder and butter likewise 
has eased, he added, although some im- 
ports continue. 


It was pointed out that the government 


raised the restrictions on imports some 
months ago in order to supply demand 
which domestic producers were unable 
to fill.

Brucellosis feared with dairy imports

"There were people in the industry 


who recommended raising cheese im- 
ports at the time," it was recalled by 
Arden Grudem board member from Eau 
Claire. "Then the situation changed so 
fast and prices dropped before we knew 
what was happening " 


Donald E. Wilkinson, Department of 


Agriculture secretary, sounded a warn- 
ing about brucellosis in dairy cattle. "We 
are watching the situation very closely," 
he said. "A year ago a small number of 
herds were found infected. Now you nave 
19, despite the fact that we have spent 
millions to eradicate the disease." 


Dress declared that farmers have 


become lax about vaccinating their 
herds against brucellosis. He said the 
source of recent infections may be beef 
cattle brought in from southern states. 
All of the infected herds, Wilkinson said, 
were 
in 
southern 
Wisconsin. 


"Brucellosis is a real hazard, but it isn't 
necessary because we know how it can be 
prevented," he said. 


F.J. Griffith, deputy secretary of 


agriculture, said there is a proposal in 
the legislature to increase the indemnity 
payment on "infected cattle to a 
maximum of $300. Present payments are 
up to $50 for grades and $100 for regis- 
tered animals. 


Implementation of the Wisconsin En- 


vironmental Policy Act so far as agricul- 
ture is concerned was discussee by 
Arthur R. Kurtz, assistant secretary of 
agriculture. He pointed out that environ- 
mental impact statements are required 


from state agencies in all cases where 
major actions would have an effect on the 
environment. 


"I don't believe our department will be 


too deeply involved in the preparation of 
such statements," Kurtz said. And that 


. suits the department fine, he indicated, 


"because some of them get very 
voluminous." 


Agriculture Board members critized 


the administration of the state Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources, DNR. Phil 
O'Leary, Madison, of the DNR staff, was 
present to explain the discharge permit 
program under the 1972 federal Water 
Pollution Control Act. O'Leary said only 
major farming operations and any 
others which are deemed to be "sig- 
nificant sources of pollution" are 
required to obtain permits at the present 
time. He would not speculate about fu- 
ture requirements.

Agency and being administered by the 
Wisconsin DNR start at 1,000 beef cattle, 
700 dairy cattle, 2,500 hogs weighing over 
55 pounds, 10,000 sheep, 55,000 turkeys 
and 100,000 laying hens.

O'Leary didn't agree. "We don't come 


out with these standards just out of the 
blue. A lot of study goes into them," he 
said. 


He said guides for the canning industry 


are being developed by the EPA and ad- 
ded that about 70 permit applications 
have been filed by Wisconsin firms 


Permits are not required, he said, 


when effluent is discharged to municipal' 
treatment plants. Permits are necessary 
in the case of lagoons, package plants or 
other independent facilities. 


A proposed revision of the agriculture 


department's pesticide regulations 
received board approval. Ken Roberts, 
of the plant industry division, said the 
revision is designed to clarify definitions 
and restrictions, and to add a subsection: 
"No person shall intentionally interfere 
or obstruct the lawful application of pes- 
ticides." 


Roberts stated, and several pesticide 


applicators agreed, that there have been 
instances of unwarrented interference 
with persons using pesticides in accor- 
dance with regulations. 


Kieran Powers, Lyndon Station, asked 


for guides to disposal of empty pesticide 
containers. Such containers, he said, are 
often a serious problem because they are 
not accepted at many municipal landfill 
sites. 


The board authorized Wilkinson to 


proceed with a public hearing on the 


rules revisions. Wilkinson said he also 
will try to arrange a meeting with the 
DNR on the container problem. 


Griffith told the board that term paper 


mills, usually located in other states, 
continue to be a problem. For a fee, he 
said, a student is able to obtain a paper, 
research report or even a dissertation on 
almost any subject. "This is a serious 
thi ng," Drees com mented." It does great 
harm to the student, and he becomes just 
a puppet." 


The problem is a department matter, 


Griffith said, because it is charged with 
consumer 
protection. 
Under 
his 


proposal, approved by motion, a public 
hearing could be called on any complaint 
against persons selling such paper? 
Griffith said the proposal will be for 
warded to the appropriate legislative 
committee. 


The board also adopted a resolution

He said there is no concern about bulk 


shipments, which must go to sealed 
warehouses prior to distribution in this 
country. "It is a strange thing," Wilkin- 
son remarked, to call a product unsafe 
for livestock but fit for human consump- 
tion."

10 teachers to enter the building at one 
time, rather than individually, under 
escort of Sheriff's Department officers, 
to remove their belongings, commenc- 
ing 3:45 p.m. and continuing to 8 p.m.

Mistrial denied; dead 
coed's sister testifies 


OSHKOSH -A motion for a mistrial 


and testimony from the sister of the 
deceased 
University 
of 
Wisconsin- 


Oshkosh coed and two medical doctors 
highlighted Thursday afternoon's por- 
tion of the Thomas Hoppe murder trial, 
which began Tuesday. 


The trial is being presided over by 


Judge Edmund P. Arpin in Winnebago 
County Circuit Court Branch 2. Hoppe, 
29, and Roy W. Holland, 32, both of 
Oshkosh, beat two University of Wis- 
consin-Oshkosh coeds on the night of 
Jan. 9 according to police reports, in the 
women's apartment near campus. One 
week later, Lynn Westbrook, 21, New 
Berlin, one of the women, died of the 
beating. The survivor of the incident is 
a 20-year-old Evanston, 111., woman who 
cannot be identified due to the nature of 
the case. She is the state's key witness. 


In asking for a mistrial, defense at- 


torney Thomas Fink charged Dist. Atty. 
Leo Mack with persistently posing 


• leading questions to his witnesses. 


Although Arpin denied the motion, he 
warned Mack to refrain from asking 
such questions that contain the desired 
answer. 


Mrs. Ruth Kresse of New Berlin, 


sister of Miss Westbrook, was the first 
to testify Thursday afternoon. Her tes- 
timony was sought to confirm the iden- 
tity of her sister as the deceased. 


The other two main witnesses were 


Kenneth M. Viste Jr. and Vincent H. 
Dahl. Viste is the neurologist who 
treated 
Miss Westbrook at Mercy 


Medical Center and 
Dahl is the 


pathologist who performed the autopsy 
on her. 


Viste testified that the bruises on 


Miss Westbrook's neck "looked like 


handprints." He told the half-full court- 
room that the cause of death of the coed, 
who was admitted to the hospital un- 
conscious (she never regained cons- 
ciousness), was a lack of oxygen to the 
brain. From the history of the case that 
was furnished to him, Viste said the 
oxygen was cut off by external pressure 
on the large blood vessels of Miss 
Westbrook's neck. 


Viste told the court that a day and a 


half after Miss Westbrook was admitted 
to Mercy Medical Center, "She began to 
stop breathing. From then on, she was 
placed on an artificial respirator until 
the time she died" five days later Jan 
16. 


Dahl testified that in the autopsy he 


performed on the dead'coed, he found 
evidence of brain cell degeneration due 
to oxygen deprivation, which he said he 
believes was the cause of death. He also 
said he found neck bruises and other 
hemorrhages on the body. 


After 
medical 
testimony 
was 


completed, Mack called his 12th wit- 
ness, Al Volp, owner of Volp's Bar, 2122 
Algoma Blvd., Town of Oshkosh. 


Volp testified that Holland and Hoppe 


were drinking beer in his tavern from 
11:30 Jan. 9 to about 12:45 Jan. 10. The 
beatings took place between 7 and 11 
p.m. Jan. 9. 


At least six more witnesses have yet 


to testify on behalf of the state, accord- 
ing to Mack. The trial continued today. 


Hoppe is charged with first degree 


murder and attempted first degree 
murder. Holland, whose trial begins 
June 3, faces charges of aiding and 
abetting first degree murder and sexual 
perversion.

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Kissinger sticks with talks

JERUSALEM (AP) - Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger will fly to Cairo 
from Damascus on Saturday and will not 
return to Israel. No reason was given for 
the change, which was announced by offi- 
cials. 


Earlier today, Kissinger said he would 


make up his mind on whether to return to 
Israel after weighing developments in 
Damascus. He flies to the Syrian capital 
Saturday morning. 


The Kissinger party will remain over- 


night in Cairo and fly to Bonn on Sunday 
for a two-hour stopover. From there his 
special Air Force plane flies to London for 
refueling before continuing to the United 
States. 


Kissinger met again with Israeli lead- 


ers today, but his aides already had ac- 
knowledged that he would not be able to 
work out a full troop disengagement be- 
tween Israel and Syria this weekend. 


Kissinger also issued a statement depl- 


oring the deaths of civilians from Israeli 
air attacks in Lebanon on Thursday, 


saying the U.S. government "deeply 
deplores the loss of innocent li fe wherever 
it occurs in the tragic conflict." 


The statement appeared softer in tone 


than his condemnation of the Arab terror- 
ist assault Wednesday on the Israeli vil- 
lage of Maalot. Kissinger described the 
Israeli air strikes as "retaliation for the 
massacre at Maalot." 


State Department spokesman Robert 


Anderson maintained, however, "theat- 
'titude in both statements is equally 
strong." 


Meantime, the round of talks Kissinger 


began today is to work out a formula that 
would stop fighting between Israel and 
Syria. 


The differences are narrow but "ter- 


ribly emotional," newsmen were told as 
Kissinger flew back to Israel Thursday 
night f oiiowing a seven-hour session with 
Assad and Foreign Minister Abdel Halim 
Khaddam. One senior American official 
said the two governments are as close to 
an agreement as they could be without 
having one. 


The Arab terrorist attack on Maalot 


and the retaliatory Israeli air strikes into 
Lebanon hampered Kissinger's peace ef- 
forts, but his aides stressed that they are 
not what currently is stalling an agree- 
ment. 


The principal sticking point remains 


Israel's refusal to yield three strategic 
hills in the Golan Heights to United Na- 
tions control. 


Israeli and Syrian forces have been 


fighting on the Heights for more than two 
months. Kissinger has been in the area 
forthreeweekstryingtoprythemapart. 


The secretary apparently is edging 


closer to a decision to shelve his mission 
for several weeks. He will decide after he 
sees Assad again. 


In the meantime, Kissinger is said to be 


seeking "new approaches" to a settle- 
ment. His aides said he had begun to in- 
ject American "ideas" mio the discus- 
sions, but they would not go further. 


Kissinger's marathon session in Dam- 


ascus Thursday concentrated on where 
the disengagement lines should be 
placed. He said afterward that some 
progress was made. 
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Nayef Hawatmeh, leader of the guerrilla group that claimed 
responsibility for the Maalot massacre, vowed Thursday to 
"struggle against Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger's 
peace mission until the end." 
Hawatmeh, head of the 


Popular Democratic Front, told a news conference in Beirut 
that Kissinger was "serving mainly Israel and American 
interests in the Middle East.

The Israeli command said its jets 


strafed and bombed Arab guerrilla tar- 
gets in southern Lebanon again today 
barely 24 hours after its devastating 
retaliatory attack there. It said all 
aircraft returned safely after a 30 
minute raid. 


At the same time, six thunderous 


explosions shook the Lebanese capital of 
Beirut in quick succession. One uncon- 
firmed 
report 
said 
anti-aircraft 


batteries in the port area opened fire on 
Israeli warplanes. 


But Israel said its jets attacked 


"terrorist objectives" on the western 
slopes of Mt. Hermon, far south of 
Beirut. 


Radio Damascus said Syrian jets 


clashed with the Israeli planes and shot 
one down. The broadcast said the Syrian 
jets prevented the other Israeli planes 
from bombing new targets and "drove 
them off." 


Lebanon said the Israeli air raids 


Thursday were "reminiscent of Nazi hor- 
rors" and that the casualty toll "is of a 
horrifying nature." 


"I can safely say scores were killed and 


hundreds wounded," Information Min- 
ister Fahmy Shahin told a news confer- 
ence in Beirut. He said Lebanese Presi- 
dent Suleiman Franjieh called for 
"effective U.N. action to curb Israel's 
barbarism." 


Israeli jets hit seven areas south of Bei- 


rut on Thursday in retaliation for an Arab 


terrorist raid on an Israeli schoolhouse 
Wednesday in which more than a score of 
Israelis were killed. 


Israeli ground troops made a hit-and-. 


run attack into southern Lebanon 
Thursday night, and blew up an empty 
house less than a mile from the border 
that had been used by terrorists, the Is- 
raeli command said. 


It also reported about six mortar rounds 


were fired toward Metula, the north- 
ernmost Israeli town, but there were no' 
casualties. 


The Palestinian news agency Waf a said 


the Israeli raids Thursday "will not pass 
without punishment. Israel will pay very 
dearly for the price of our children. 


Communiques from the Palestine Lib- 


eration Organization promised "violent 
reaction" to the raids, and one guerrilla 
leader said retaliation will "come sooner 
than Israel expects." 


The Israeli strikes increased the possi- 


bility that Secretary of State Henry A. 


Kissinger would return to Washington 
soon without an agreement between Is- 
rael and Syria for a separation of their 
forces on the Golan Heights. But Kiss- 
inger made another trip to Damascus 
Thursday and maintained on his return to 
Jerusalem that "progress was made." 


The Lebanese Defense Ministry said 36 


Israeli jets made simultaneous strikes 
Thursday afternoon on seven targets, and 
an eight-plane raid followed at dusk. 


The Israeli pilots made repeated bomb- 


ing and strafing runs on three villages 
near the Israeli-Lebanese border, a Pa- 
lestinian refugee camp 15 miles south- 
east of Beirut and three refugee camps on 
the outskirts of Sidon, the ancient port 25 
miles south of Beirut. 


No firm casualty figures were avail- 


able, but Associated Press correspon- 
dent Holger Jensen reported from Sidon 
that an incomplete tally indicated at least 
30 to 40 dead, more than 130 wounded and 
scores more unaccounted for.

WASHINGTON (AP)-Prices rose at a 


11.5per cent rate in the first three months 
of the year, worse than previous esti- 
mates, the government reported today. 


The rate of inflation —solidly in the 


double digit category —was the worst 
since a 13 per cent inflation rate in the 
first quarter of 1951. 


The Commerce Department also re- 


ported that the nation's economy —as 
measured by the Gross National Product 
—declined by a 6.3 per cent rate in Janu- 
ary through March.

A woman in torment 


CHICAGO (AP) —A Chicago woman's 


life has turned into a torment of telephone 
threatsand vandalism sinceshe reported 
toauthorities that a stream of obscenities 
was coming across her citizens' band ra- 
dio. 


Ruth Guardi's nightmare began last 


year after she complained to the Federal 
Communications Commission, which 
pinpointed the source of the obscenities 
as radio operators near her South Side 
home. 


An FCC spokesman said no charges 


were filed because the agency gets too 
many obscenity complaints to follow up 
each one. But after her complaint, Mrs. 
Guardi was threatened and was the vic- 
tim of vandalism. 


Mrs. Guardi subsequently went to state 


authorities, and on her complaint they 
charged radio operators Ronald Talone, 
26, and George Witzcak, 28, with disor- 
derly conduct and criminal damage to 
property in connection with the threats 
and vandalism. 


They are scheduled to appear in court 


today, and Mrs. Guardi is tobea witness. 
Prosecutors said they will ask that Talone 
and Witzcak be held on bonds of $150,000 
each. 


State prosecutors described Mrs. 


Guardi's situation as "one of the worst 
incidents of harassment of a witness we 
have encountered."

and has had to use sedation," one official 
said.

—her dog was killed, a brick was hurled 
through her window, constant phone calls 
at night threatened her with rapeand mu- 
tilation.

Second leak on tapes worries committee 


WASHINGTON (AP) -Secret House 


Judiciary Committee impeachment evi- 
dence has been made public for the sec- 
ond time in as many days, suggesting a 
crack in the committee's tight security 
that before this week had not been 
breached.

Advances 
scored on 
bone cancer 


DALLAS, Tex. (AP) -New advances 


against possibly the worst form of bone 
cancer in children are being achieved 
with a combination of chemicals which 
includes a physiological "rescue 
worker." 


This was reported today by Dr. Gerald 


1 Rosen, a New York cancer specialist. He 


said the new combination includes: 


(1) Andriamycin, an antibiotic drug; 


(2) cyclophosphamide, a drug related to 
the World War I nitrogen mustard "poi- 
son gases;" (3) massive closes of meth- 
otrexate, a drug designed to "fool" can- 
cer cells into believing they need it for 
nourishment; and (4) a form of vitamin B 
known as "citrovorum factor rescue." 


The latter is the "rescue worker," 


which serves as a built-in antidote 
against side effects of the "fooler" drug 
in the huge doses employed. 


Rosen, of Memorial Hospital for Cancer 


and Allied Diseases, told about the treat- 
ment in a report to the First National Con- 
ference on Childhood Cancer sponsored 
by the American Cancer Society. 


He said this brigade of strange chem- 


ical bedfellows is used as a backup to sur- 
gery- 
He said it has significantly increased-* 


the "disease-free survival" of young- 
sters affected with a bone cancer called 
"osteogenic sarcoma." 


The latter is a malignancy which usu- 


ally affects the body's long bones, such as 
the legs. And it has a great tendency to 
spread to the lungs despite surgery de- 


' signed to remove the original growth. 


Rosen reported that during the past 


four years, 115 school age children with 
metastatic (spreading) disease have 
been treated with the combination. He 
said 89 of them, 78 per cent, have now re- 
mained free of disease from two months 
to three years. 


"Clearly, it is too soon to make a defi- 


nite statement as to whether or not adju- 
vant chemotherapy has increased the 
cure rate in osteogenic sarcoma," Rosen 


• said "However, at this time, it has sig- 
" nificantly increased the disease-free sur- 
' vival in those patients that have received 
it." 
, He said that sometimes a drug called 
vmcristme, derived from the periwinkle 
plant, is used in the combination. 


There have been published reports that 


methotrexate, the "fooler" drug, and its 
"rescue worker" antidote, are being em- 
ployed alone as a purely prophylatic mea- 
sure against any cancer recurrence in the 
case of young Teddy Kennedy. 


The 12-year-old son of Sen. Edward M. 


Kennedy, D-Mass., had his right leg am- 
putated just above the knee last Novem- 
ber after being stricken with a form of 
bone cancer called "chondrosarcoma." 


The latter is a malignancy originating 


in cartilage associated with bone, 
whereas osteogenic sarcoma originates 
in the bone itself. 


Young Kennedy's doctors have said 


there is no present evidence of any recur- 
rence. 
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Venus probe

Soviet advanced MIGs 
might go to Arab forces 


'Double dippers on 
federal payroll hit 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. James 


Abourezk, D-S.D., has urged that retire- 
ment pay be withheld from military retir- 
ees holding other federal jobs. 


He told the Senate Defense Appropria- 


tions subcommittee Wednesday there are 
more than 100,000 "double dippers" on 
the federal payroll drawing a salary as 
well as military retirement pension. 


Abourezk said the dual compensation 


system encourages military men to retire 
after 20 years of service, with the Defense 
Department losing experts in many fields 
to other federal agencies. 


WASHINGTON (AP) -U.S. intelli- 


gence sources say Russia may be prepar- 
ing to ship someofitsadvancedMIG23 jet 
fighters to Arab air forces. 


This could spell trouble for the Israeli 


Air Force if the MIG23 "f logger" appears 
in numbers on the Syrian front. 


More than that, it would suggest that 


Russia is prepared to stiffen Syria's abil- 
ity and will to fight while the United 
States is trying to restore a truce between 
the Syrians and Israelis. 


U.S. analysts say the MIG23, with a top 


speed of nearly 2,000 miles an hour, would 
significantly boost the power of Arab air 
forces now equipped with earlier model 
fighters. 


Intelligence sources say crated MIG23s 


have been seen near a Black Sea port from 
which the Russians ship military equip- 
ment by sea to Syria and other Arab na- 
tions. 


Until now, these sources say, the only 


verified movement of MIG23s outside 
Russia has been to Soviet Air Force units 
in East Germany and Poland. 


However, there were reports that Rus- 


sian pilots flew four MIG23s in Egypt dur- 
ing 1971 and 1972. These floggers were 
said to have returned to Russia after 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat ex- 
pelled Soviet advisers in mid-1972. 


Israeli Defense Minister Moshe Dayan 


claimed early last month that MIG23s 
were in Syria. A Pentagon spokesman 
said at the time that "there is no evidence 
that the MIG23 has appeared in Syria." 


About two weeks later, Syrian Presi- 


dent Hafez Assad returned home from 
Moscow with a promise of additional 
arms from the Soviet Union. Beirut news- 
papers said Russia had pledged early de- 
livery of advanced jet fighters and sur- 
face-to-surace missiles. 


About that time, U.S. intelligence re- 


ported, Soviet merchant ships unloaded 
12 crated MIG21 jets at the Syrian port of 
Latakia. 


In recent weeks, intelligence reports 


have told of Soviet deliveries of tanks, 
small arms and 18 tracked vehicles be- 
lieved to carry clusters of SA7 antiair- 
craft missiles at that same port. 


Meanwhile, U.S. officials have ac- 


knowledged a claim by Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson, D-Wash., that there are about 
500 Russian military men in Syria. Penta- 
gon sources say the Soviets arebelieved to 
be manning air defense units near Dam- 
ascus, away from the scene of Israel i-Syr- 
lan fighting on 'the Golan Heights. 


And at least two new Russian built air 


defense radar complexes have shown up 
along the Lebanese border and south of 
Damascus. 


Cheaper first-class 
mailing rate proposed 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The cost of 


mailing a first-class letter would be 
trimmed by a penny while rates for sec- 
ond, third and fourth-class mail would go 
up under a proposal by the staff of the 
Postal Rate Commission. 


The rate for mailing a first-class letter 


recently was raised by two cents to 10 
cents. Thecommission staff now thinks it 
should be nine cents. 


Post cards, which were raised twocents 


toeight cents in March, would be cut back 
to six cents under the proposal, but air- 
mail would retain its two-cent increase to 
13 cents. 


Costs of second class, third class bulk, 


parcel post and special rate fourth class 
mail would be increased. 


In presenting the proposal Thursday, 


commission

Henry M. 


Switkay released a statement from the 


commission's pricing and rate-design 
expert, who said. 


"Our proposal will avoid requiring 


mailers receiving monopoly service to 
support classes receiving competitive 
service, since most first-class mail is 
subject to the Postal Service monopoly 
and the first-class mailers are thus to a 
large extent captives of the system." 


The commission works out rate 


changes with the Postal Service. The 
commission's chief administrative law 
judge, Seymour Wenner, is tentatively 
scheduled to conduct a hearing on the 
proposal May 24 in a process expected to 
last until late this year. 


Switkay said that "in weighing the eco- 


nomic impact of rate increases, we have 
avoided, to the extent possible, imposing 
toolargea burden at one timeon any class 
of mailers." 


Mint wants pennies out of storage 


WASHINGTON (AP) -The U.S. Mint 


is planning a nationwide get-out-the- 
penny campaign in an effort to ease a 
penny shortage that is daily growing 
worse. 


Pennies are in such short supply that 


some supermarket chains have asked for 
permission to use paper script in place of 
pennies in their stores. 


The Mint has not yet responded to these 


requests, although itpromises an opinion 
soon on whether useof script insuch a way 
would be legal. 


Mint director Mary Brooks said the 


government also has started a study of 
the nation's coinage, including whether 
there is need for a two and^one-half cent 
piece to help leiieve the presume on ihe 
penny. 


The penny shortage is nationwide. Be- 


cause demand was exceeding supply, fed- 
eral reserve banks started a month ago to 
ration pennies to commercial banks. 


But the big federal reserve bank in Chi- 


cago still ran completely out of pennies 
earlier this month A spokesman for the 
National Association of Food Chains said 
the shortage is causing problems since 
pennies are absolutely essential in daily 
food store operations. 


Ironically, the U.S. Mint takes some re- 


sponsibility for helping create the short- 
age. 


"It all started when we asked for the 


aluminum legislation..." Miss Brooks 


said in an interview. 


Earlier this year the Mint proposed 


making pennies out of aluminum because 
of rising copper prices. That idea has 
since been dropped but Miss Brooks said 
many people apparently are hoarding the 
pennies thinking they can sell them at a 
profit later when the price of the copper 
content exceeds the value of the penny. 


She said this is impractical because of 


the huge quantities of pennies that would 
be needed to make a significant profit. 


"It's a phenomenon that when the 


American people hear there may be a 
shortage, they create one," Miss Brooks 
said. 


Treasury sources said banks also may 


U^ _„„.! „!!. _. 
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because they were reluctant in the past to 
handle pennies brought in by the public. 
The sources said that may have caused 
persons to begin simply putting pennies 
in drawers. 


Miss Brooks said there is no real short- 


age of pennies, they are just not being 
circulated. 


"We estimate there are 30 billion pen- 


nies just languishing away in people's 
dressers, pickle jars, coffee cans, un- 
loved and unwanted and unused, and they 
should be back in circulation," she said. 


The Mint already has doubled penny 


production this year to 35 million coins a 
day. It could produce more, but only at a 
strain on its minting equipment, Miss 


Brooks said. 


The Mint has turned out 62 billion pen- 


nies in the last 15 years, or about 300 for 
every man, woman and child. 


The Mint is preparing plans for a na- 


tionwide drive to induce Americans to re- 
turn their pennies to circulation, sources 
said. Details may be announced next 
week. 


The pennies are there, a Mint spokes- 


man said, noting that the Firestone Bank 
in Akron, Ohio, recently offered $1.10 for 
every lOOcomsandgitl 2millionpenmes 
as a result. 
Nader to open new

says his Public Citizen, Inc., is opening 
a visitor center in Washington to help 
tourists examine how the government 
works. 


Nader said current tourist activities 


are centered on looking at the outsides of 
public monuments and buildings, but 
Public Citizen's center would help them 
understand what's going on inside. 


Public Citizen is financed by dona- 


tions, most of them solicited in an annual 
mail campaign. The three-room visitor 
center is located on the third floor of an 
office building five blocks north of the 
White House.

Slow and painful progress 


It is 20 years today since the U.S. Supreme Court ruled 


unanimously in Brown versus Topeka Board of Education 
that "separate educational facilities are inherently 
unequal." 


Americans are fond of measuring things at milestones. So 


what has happened in 20 years? One approach is to go to cold 
statistics, and some have been compiled for the anniversary 
by the Race Relations Information Center of Nashville, 
Tenn. Ironically, they show that what once was a condem- 
nation of the South is now a greater problem in the North, 
ngrfif^nlgrlw ir> tho Jpr-cro CltJSS 


In 1968, the first year there were reliable national statis- 


tics on school desegregation, the nation had 23.4 per cent of 
its black students in majority-white schools as compared to 
18.4 per cent in the South. The latest figures available, for 
1972-73, shows the South had 46.3 per cent of its black 
students in majority-white schools while the national figure 
was 36.3 per cent. 


Another measurement is black students remaining in 


all-black schools. The South has reduced this figure to 8.7 
per cent, while the national figure is 11.2 per cent. 


Statistics can be only part of the story. The historic 


Supreme Court decision set the stage for many other things 
—sit-ins and protest marches and a flood of legislation in the 
fields of equal access to public accommodations and non- 
discrimination in housing, employment and voting rights. 
States like Wisconsin followed suit. 


There has also been a change in political attitudes in the 


land. A politician like Gov. George Wallace who once 
blocked a university doorway to a single black student and 
said his state would have "segregation forever" now seeks 
black support for re-election and to build his total strength 
for a possible presidential run in 1978. 


But much remains to be accomplished in the field of equal 


education. School busing cases make their slow way to the 
Supreme Court, including one which proposes to integrate 
city and suburban schools as a means to reach racial 
equalities in enrollments. There are few workable answers 
to breaking down de facto school segregation which comes 
from urban housing patterns. 


Still, the United States has made slow and painful 


progress over the past 20 years. The biggest thing it has 
going for it now are the students who took part in change 
that their elders could not envision or accept.

Strengths, weaknesses of GOP ticket 


MADISON —An assessment of the quality and 


appeal of the newly emerged Republican party 
ticket for statewide office nominations against a 
visibly formidable Democratic ticket lineup in 
prospect requires a recollection of the kind of 
candidate recruitment the party made in an 
earlier era when its prospects were less than 
cheerful. 


No one is likely to suggest seriously that the 


six endorsed candidates who emerged from the 
endorsement convention of the GOP voluntary 
campaign organization will frighten the 
Democrats, and especially such canny and 
practiced veterans as Gaylord Nelson and Pa- 
trick J. Lucey. 


But in the circumstances prevailing, the 


opposition lineup is probably better than some 
of the loyalists had expected in this year of 
adversity for the GOP traditionalist. 


It is said that William Dyke, the former 


Madison mayor and prospective gubernatorial 
nominee, is not yet widely known outside the 
state capital area. That is surely true. 


Nor is young Thomas Petri, the freshman 


state senator, likely to frighten the practiced 
organization of Sen. Nelson. Indeed, Nelson 
might well have preferred a more seasoned and 
better known rival to prevent the drying up of 
his campaign fund receipts and the relaxation of 
his troops. 


But when all of the unfavorable factors in the 


Republican situation are considered in pers- 
pective, the ticket has some advantages as a 
comparison with the last previous era of 
Republican minority status in Wisconsin will 
suggest. 


The rise of the modern Republican party of 


the state started nearly four decades ago, in the 
late 1930s, with the first sign of disintegration of 
the long powerful LaFollette party, first as the 
dominant element of the GOP, then for a brief 
period as an independent third party. 


In 1936 the Republicans went to remote 


Chippewa County to persuade a middle aged 
lawyer who was scarcely known outside his 
neighborhood to accept the Republican endorse-' 
ment for governor. Alexander Wiley accept- 
ed, campaigned with a will, and ran well enough 
to permit him to aspire to the U.S. Senate 
nomination two years later and to win as part of 
a ticket headed by Julius P. Heil, a successful 
Milwaukee manufacturer. 


Wiley held his seat for 24 years. Heil was 


elected governor and re-elected. Even after the 
voters decided that he was not wholly adequate 
for the job of leading the state government, they 
reacted selectively and retired him without 
serious retaliation against the Republican 
party. 


Candidate Dyke likes campaigning. The fact 


is one of the most important in the assessment 


of a candidate's suitability. There is in his 
makeup some of the evangelistic spirit that may 
be precisely the ingredient that the battered 
party apparatus, heartsick about the national 
Nixon administration crisis and the deteriora- 
tion of its local campaign machinery during 
recent years, needs most urgently. 


Partisan preferences aside, Rep. John Al- 


berts, candidate for lieutenant governor, is one 
cf the ablest and most respected members of 
the legislature. State Sen. Gerald Lorge comes 
to the ticket with as wide a recognition as at 
least half of the men who have held the office of 
attorney general enjoyed before election — 
including retiring Arty. Gen. Robert Warren. 


Kent Jones, the intrepid university student, 


may very well add more to the ticket than 
almost any other potential candidate for secre- 
tary of state — an office of nominal respon- 
sibilities in a most generous interpretation - 
would have provided. Mrs. Nina Weier, a 
handsome and articulate matron, was a fortui- 
tous choice for state treasurer quite aside from 
the fact that Democrats won't have a woman on 
their ticket. 


In modern times, Wisconsin parties have not 


concerned themselves 
with questions of 


geographical and religious balance. But for 
those who notice such matters, the new 
Republican ticket provides them, if only by 
happenstance rather than plan. 


Remember Spiro? 


Amid all the political furor from Washington these days, 


one name — once a household word — has all but been 
forgotten. Remember Spiro T. Agnew? He used to be vice 
president of the United States. He used to be a practicing 
lawyer, too. But he isn't either of those things anymore 
Now he's a novelist. 


At the time he was vice president, we all became well 


acquainted with his vast vocabulary and poetic penchant. 
And well we recall his imaginative attacks on the press. 
Certainly imagination and flair for the language are valua- 
ble attributes for any novelist. 


Now Agnew has been tested as a lawyer, politician and 


public administrator. He is a known quantity in those 
arenas. We have some idea of his value, of what he is worth 
doing those kinds of work. But we don't know whether his 
novel, a tale about an imaginary vice president, is worth 
anything at all. 


Granted, it may be. But there also is the possibility that it 


is not. Since the book is not yet finished, nobody really 
knows. Yet Agnew already has been assured more than 
$300,000 for it, with the distinct possibility that that figure 
may rise to more than $1 million. That must make a lot of 
aspiring, struggling novelists shudder. 


If, as Agnew has said, he thought when he was young that 


he would grow up to be a writer, it is too bad he was not 
willing to test his work on its own merit, rather than trade 
on a name that apparently enough people remember in 
order to make it saleable.

The divorce fuss in Italy 


The vote to retain divorce in Italy appears to have been 


primarily a political, rather than a moral, decision. There is 
also the strong possibility that conservatives in the Roman 
Catholic Church, which campaigned heavily to throw out the 
three year old law, were being used. 


For Americans the church pressure in state affairs is 


unfamiliar. But state churches have been common in most 
European nations. Almost every Italian is at least a nominal 
Catholic. There was certainly concern among devout 
Catholics that Italy might go the way of countries like the 
United States where "^ divorce rate is high. Opponents to 
the permission also claimed that divorce was responsible 
for other social problems and would lead to abortion, 
homosexual conduct and drug addiction. 


But it looks as if the Christian Democrats who headed a 


coalition government sought increased strength through 
opposition to divorce and also tried to divert Italians from 
other serious problems that beset the country. These 
problems, which have nothing to do with divorce, include a 
high rate of inflation, wide imbalance of payments, housing 
scandals, poor educational opportunities and what appears 
to be a growing gap between the very rich and the very poor. 
In many ways Italy is on a scale with developing nations. Its 
infant mortality rate is the highest in Europe. Perhaps 
100,000 people live in shacks and caves on the fringes of 
Rome. Cholera was near epidemic stages last summer and 
may return with the hot weather. There is a "new 
delinquency" with robberies and muggings. But Italy also is 
a leading importer of Scotch, champagne, caviar and furs. 


Whatever merit there may have been in the argument that 


divorce was a dangerous symptom of society's disease, it 
hardly was worth a whole election. Since the legislation 
three years ago, only 66,000 divorces have been granted in a 
population of more than 55 million people. Petitions were 
down 4,000 in 1973 from the year before. More than that, it 
can well be argued that divorce is not all that important in 
Italy where liaisons outside marriage are accepted and 
where marriage means security for women so far largely 
untouched by militancy. 


The referendum also made strange and unfortunate 


bedfellows. The Communists waged a heavy campaign in 
favor of retaining the law and they were joined by the 
Socialists and Social Democrats who help the Christian 
Democrats rule. The latter had the heavy support of the 
Roman Catholic Church — and the Neo-Fascists. Unfor- 
tunately the church went so far as to discipline priests who 
suggested that the church shouldn't meddle in state affairs. 


Italians, almost 90 per cent of whom went to the polls, 


voted to retain divorce legislation by a margin of 3 to 2. 
Whether the majority were going on record as really 
favoring the right to divorce in Italy or just expressing no 
confidence in Prime Minister Mario Rumor and the Chris- 
tian Democrats, the referendum boomeranged as far as the 
church is concerned. Nor hasjtaly made any strides toward 
solving its real problems. &

When the government tries to help the 


unemployed, it is moving toward a 
"welfare state"; when it tries to sub- 
sidize a sinking corporation, it is 
"shoring up the economy." 


What we praise as "patience" in a

rejoinder of the person who normally 
fails to achieve even a mediocre per- 
formance. (The deficient always as- 
sume they are being asked to be "per- 
fect" when they are only being asked to 
be adequate.) 


As a motorist, "I can't tell what those 


crazy pedestrians will do," but as a 
pedestrian, "I can't tell what those 
crazy motorists will do." 


"Competition" is what I praise when 


I have a small share of market, but 
"administered prices" is what I prac- 
tice when dominant. 


Except for rare clinical cases, a 


"migraine" is just a headache with a 
college education. 


Your promotion was gained by "office 


politics"; mine was gained by "the 
fortunes of war." 


At least on the surface, there is no 


common reason why so many world 
leaders are taking a tumble. Industrial 
conflict toppled Edward Heath, a spy 
scandal undercut Willy Brandt, and a 
burglary cover-up is destroying Richard 
Nixon. Still other circumstances brought 
down Golda Meir and Pierre Trudeau. 


But underneath it all, there may be a 


common pattern: like automobiles and 
electric appliances, politicians become 
obsolete. Sometimes it happens all of a 
sudden, all around the world, and 
familiar faces — men of another, fast 
vanishing era —fade almost as if by sig- 
nal. Something like this happened in the 
drepression years of the early Thirties. 
All of a sudden, the Hindenburgs and 
Hoovers were gone. 


New political leadership 


Perhaps this phenomenon is at work 


again today. The "Post-war" era of 
world politics —the milieu of Brandt, 
Heath, Nixon and Meir (and of Pompidou 
and DeGaulle) —is running out on us like 
the last sands of an hourglass, and the 
West faces greatly changed circum- 
stances. China, Russia and Third World 
natural-resource cartels are gathering 
more and more of the power formerly 
exercised by the United States and Wes- 
tern Europe; in domestic terms, the 
communications media are winning the 
political leverage once exercised by land- 
owners, industrialists and financiers, 
while the transition to service and con- 
sumer 
economies 
is 
generating 


relentless inflation. Tritely put, a new 
context 
demands 
new 
political 


leadership. 


In my opinion, semi-conscious public 


awareness of the upheaval is a central 
factor in exploding TransAtlantic nos- 
talgia for the war years: It is almost as if 
people realize that World War Two, for 
all its horror, marked the high-water 
mark of the United States and Western 
Europe, and that we shall never enjoy 
such international prestige, power and 
influence again. 


In the United States and Britain, World 


War Two interest has loosed a commer- 
cial floodtide, from television documen- 
taries to souvenir helmets and insignia. 


Germany's version seems to be taking 


the form of a "Hitler Wave," while Aus- 
tria's has ingredients of an anti-Semitic 
resurgence. 


Even in France, hardly an obvious 


locale for World War Two nostaliga, 
Time Magazine has reported a revival of 
the pro-German collaborationist ballad, 
"LilyMarlene." 


In no sense does this nostalgia for the 


war era imply support for its last, worn- 
out politicians. Not at all. Here in the 
United States there is a mounting impa- 
tience with old faces, heightened by the 
involvement of so many of those old faces 
in the breakdown of government and as- 
sorted scandals. Richard Nixon is not the 
only one; I suspect that his entire poli- 
tical generation is about to fade from 
national 
prominence

Humphrey, Scoop Jackson, Nelson 
Rockefeller, Ronald Reagan, Edmund 
Muskie and others. 


Other periods of change 


If one looks back through the annals of 


American politics, there are other 
periods —likewise times of great change 
and trauma —when the old names fell by 
the wayside out of 
irrelevance, 


irreverence, or exhaustion. One such 
time was the Civil War, the Nineteen 
Thirties were another. In each case, the 


leading figures of the previous decade, 
shorn of their public roles, were forgot- 
ten in the hubbub. 


As yet, we don't know the name thaf 


history will bestow on the early Seventies 
— the Watergate Era or something 
broader —but the gravity of our times 
would seem to be comparable with the 
crises of 1860 and 1933. Equally, the" 
demand for new, better-attuned leaders 
seems just as compelling. 


Considered in this context, the world 


leadership crisis may not really be a^ 
breakdown but the gathering shape of a 
solution: new men to run a new world. At- 
any rate, this is the cheerier interpreta-, 
tion. Better to think along the lines ofo 
Vera Lynn's late World War Two song," 
"When the Lights Go On Again (All Over^ 
the World)" than to worry, as England's, 
Foreign Secretary did in 1914, that the 
lights are going out and we shall not see" 
them lit again in our time.

Food price decline 
is only temporary 


Throughout the farm areas of the 


LJ»S., prices of the major commodities

*3ow their 1973-74 highs. The latest 
rfficial report on wholesale food prices 
shows them down in April for the 
second month in a row-by a hefty 3.7 
>er cent on top of a 2.4 per cent decline 
n-March. Although agricultural experts 
n Washington still predict that food 
jrices at the grocery counter will end 
jp 12 per cent higher in 1974 than in 
973, they also say that a major propor- 
iqn of this year's food price upsurge is 
ilready behind us.

Oi the "gr££n revolution" (through the 
development of new high-protein, high 
yield "miracle" wheat strains) in a 
terrifying new biography, "Facing 
Starvation," to be published next month 
by the Reader's Digest Press: if we 
have a single (just one) bad growing 
season between now and the end of 1975, 
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not only will we be unable to export any 
important amounts of wheat but we also 
may not be able to meet our own 
domestic needs. "Drastic" food price 
rises will be the inevitable result if this 
happens, forecasts Borlaug. 


What can we do? 
What we must do is develop a ra- 


tional, national food policy which could 
assure supplies of basic foods- in the 
event of shortages, stimulate produc- 
tion m time to meet anticipated needs 
and, above all, brake today's yearly 
price upsurges. 


In June, the Senate Committee on 


Nutrition and Human Needs will hold a 
major series of hearings in Washington, 
out of which should come a proposal for 
a national food policy in time for next 
November's World Food Conference in 
Rome. 


This is a challenge of the most urgent 


importance to a!! of us. The stakes have 
become far too high to continue what we 
now have in the vital areas of food 
production, food exports and food 
prices-a policy which, Ken Schloss- 
berg, staff director of the Senate Com- 
mittee, condemns as a "completely 
disorganized scatterbrained approach."
